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PREFACE. 



THE very flattering approbation which a candid poblic 
has been pleased to bestow on my Latin Diatessaron^* 
calls for my grateful acknowledgment ; and encourages me 
to hope^ that the same work^ now presented in an English 
dress^ will appear not less interesting and instructire.

the Rev. J. White, S. T.P. Professor of Arabic in the 
University of Oxford. On the distinguished merits of the 
design and execution of his work> it does not become me to 
enlarge, after the honourable testimonies it has received from 
the Universities, the most eminent Diviaes^ and its general 
adoption in respectable seminaries of education. How fat 
the history of our Lord^ if executed with care and diligence^ 
upon this plan, in our vernacular tongue, may promote the 
interests of religion^ and be read with advantage in families 
and schools, is with deference submitted to the. judgment 
and experience of parents and instructors of youth. 

If however it be a primary duty we owe the rising genera* 
tion, to sow the seeds of piety and virtue in their infancy, to 
imbue their tender minds with sacred knowledge, and initiate 
them in ^' the things concerning the kingdom of God ;" the

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High Priest of our Salvation and Exemplar of perfect rigli- 
teousness cannot be held up to their view at too early a 
period for the object of their faitli and imitation. 

He surely renders an important service to the cause of 
religion, who exhibits the portrait of the Divine Original in 
the most agreeable light, and by a just and pleasing represen- 
tation adds to it new charms, and captivates the affectiong 
wilh tjie ^'beauty of holiness." I would indulge a hope 
that the present performance will be, found peculiarly calcu- 
lated, in this Tiew, to yield pleasure and instruction to readers 
of every age and description* 

The exclusive advantages it possesses will appear obvious, 
if we direct our attention to the form and manner in which 
the Scriptures are handed down to us. 

The Four Gospels were written by separate independant 
witnesses^ who, though inspired, were at liberty to pursue 
each his own plan, and record in his own way the occur- 
rences of our Saviour's life. Hence we may account for the 
want of uniformity and congruity of design in the compo- 
sition of the Gospels. Hence we find one Evangelist pre- 
serving in his narrative the order of time, whilst another 
attends only to the connexion of facts; the omission of 
entire discourses and important events in St. Matthew, Mark, 
and Luke, which are amply supplied by St. John ; circum- 
stances slightly touched upon or inverted by St. Matthew, 
which are more minutely detailed, and placed in more lumi- 
nous order by St. -Mark and St. Luke; and parallel passages, 
in the same words, which occur in all the Evangelists, Nor 
perhaps is the modern division into chapters and verses, how- 
ever coQvenient for the purpose of reference, the best calcu- 
lated to elucidirte tiie sense, or gratify the taste of readers iit 
general. 
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Whereas the following harmony, which is compiled from 
the Four Gospels, and the words of the sacred historians^ 
professes to arrange the events in due order of time, to mark 
the scenes in which they took place ; to point out the duration 
of pur Lord's ministry; to digest his life in regular series, 
and iiito one continued narrative ; to supply the omissions 
of one gospel with the materials of another; to fill up the 
sketches of St. Mark with the nicer touches and finishing 
strokes of St. Matthew ; to pass over na circumstance that 
is recorded, and at the same time to avoid a repetition either 
of the matter or the words ; and lastly to regulate the division 
of the history by the nature and number of the subjects^ and 
exhibit it in a form more popular and agreeable. 

I beg leave however to disclaim, in distinct terms, the most 
remote intention of weakening in the smallest degree the 
impressions of the value and dignity of the Gospels, as they 
have been transmitted down to us. The four Evangelists 
wrote them under the immediate inspiration of Heaven, in a 
form* the best adapted, not only to facilitate their success and 
propagation, but also to confirm their credibility, authenticity 
and divine origin. The very circumstances which justify the 
expedienc3^, and point out the advantage of a new arrange- 
mient, supply the strongest evidences of their truth, and tend 
in the fullest manner to establish our faith. An harmony, 
which may be entitled to high encomiums, when considered 
in the light of a human compilation, would be liable to the 
most weighty objections as an original revelation of 
the divine will. The four gospels are separate indepen- 
dant edifices, designed with infinite Wisdom and constructed 
with exquisite beauty and simplicity, whilst they may be con- 
sidered collectively the joint materials of a still more magni* 
ficent building, Mrrought and polished to the hands of the 
human architect to consolidate and fitly fram^ together. 

As l\ hai 
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Ft has occurred that it would be a material improvement 
of the trolk to subjoin a few notes, with a view to explain 
the most difficult passages. In these I have considered bre- 
vity and precision. Upon the merit and usefulness of the 
selection it does not become me to offer an opinion; thus 
far however I may venture to observe, the profound scholar 
and fastidious critic will find but little gratification. The 
notes are intended for the instruction of a different class, 
have been drawn from the most approved authorities, and 
adopted only after the most attentive and mature conside- 
ration. 

I have been induced by the same motive of utility to 
abridge from Dr. Percy's Key to the New Testament, and 
prefix, by way of introduction, a brief account of the four 
Evangelists and the different sects which are mentioned in 
the following histor3\ The scheme of the Gospel is prin- 
cipally borrowed from the Elements of Christian Theology,* 
by the Bishop of Lincoln. To this are added a Map of the 
Holy Land, and a table of contents. At the end is given 
an index of references to those passages of the gospels which 
compose the harmony. 

The minute accuracy, patient research, and connect judg« 
ment of the Learned Professor have left but little room for 
improvement. The passages which are interwoven in th4 
text, with a view to heighten the interest of the history> are 
so few, and comparatively unimportant, that to, dwell on 
them migh,t perhaps subject me to the charge of assuming a 
province to which they allow no pretensions.

Christians receive as divinely inspired, are called in general 
ScBiFTUEB, or the Scriptures ; a word which signifies 
Writing or the Writings. The whole collection of these ' 
sacred writings is called the Bible, or the Book, as superior. 
to all others in the world. The Old Testament contains the 
books written under the Old Dispensation of the Law of 

Moses. The New Testament contains the hooks that were

The 
New Testament is sp termed, as being that wherein the death 
of Christ as a testator^ is related, and applied to our benefit ; 
and the inheritance is sealed to the Christian, as the Son and 
heir of God.

It is however more properly a New Covenant, as con- 
taining the terms of the New Covenant between God and 
Man. 

The word Gospel signifies imy joyful tidings, and in the 
New Testament is confined to the glad Tidings of the actual 
coming of the Messiah.

St. Matthew. 

His Gospel was written before the other three. The 
author of it was an eye-witness of most of the facts he relates, 
having been early called to the office of apostle by Christ 
himself. Besides the name of Matthew he had also that of 
Levi. He was by profession a publican, or collector of the 
Roman taxes ; his office consisted in receiving the dues for 
such articles as came by the sea of Galilee, and the tribute 
from such passengers as went by water. This profitable 
post he chearfully resigned for the sake of Christ. St. Mat- 
thew wrote his Gospel for the service of the Jews in Palestine, 
with a view to confirm those who believed, and convert, if 
possible, those who believed not : he wrote in a time of per- 
secution, both to comfort and support the suffering Christians, 
and soften the resentment of the persecuting Jews. 
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St. Mark 



Was the person whom St. Peter affectionately calls his son, 
and selected for his familiar companion. He is believed to 
have been the John, surnamed Mark, to whose mother's house, 
mentioned in the Acts, St. Peter retired, when released by the 
angel out of prison, and who accompanied Paul and Barnabas 
in their first travels amiong the Gentiles, but soon separated 
from these apostles j which occasioned a division among them, 
when Barnabas took St. Mark along with hira another journey. 
His mother dwelt at Jerusalem^ and the Cbristiaas met at her 
house; he was the cousin of Barnabas. In the time of PauPs 
imprisonment he lived at Rome; the apostle reckons him 
among hiii feUow-Iabouri^rs, and ii9i;Qr^ed jbo «e^ l»m t0- 
Colosse. 

St. Mark wrote his Gkspel after St. Matthew, and, it is pro* 
bable, after St.. Luke. It was writtefi at the request, and for 
the benefit of the Christian chureh at RcMne, which was at 
that time the metropolis of all civilized nations. It is written 
in a simple form^ and adapted to the use of Christian^ in 
general. 

St. Luke 

Is allowed to be th^it ^^ beloved physician,** Col. iv. 14, 
vfho Sh P^iflil ?3seit$ wasi a Qe^tjle,. He travelled with that 
apostle to Roipe^ 9»Pid there assis^^ted him ; ajfterwarcis went ipto 
Africa, and preached the Qospel at Thebes in Egypt- St. 
Matthew's Gospel being intended for the use of th^ Jews, it 
was ngt les^ proper a Gospel should be. written that; wa& 
adapsted to the Qei\tile or Heathen converts-. This a^ipeajrs to 
have been the peculiar motive of St. Luke for writing bis 
Gospel. Hence h® gives the genealogy of Cb^ist aQcprdiQg 
to his wa/i?(ra/ descent, from the Virgin Mary, and carries it U}^ 
to Adam; shewing he was the seed of the woman, who was 
promised for the redejnptipn of the whQle wprld. 



St. John 

Is agreed to have written his Gospel afker all the rest, and 
completed whatever he found deficient. He was, it is sup- 
posed, of our Saviour's near kindred. Before he became 
acquainted with our Lord he was a disciple of John the Bap- 
tist, and probably one of those two whom he sent to Christ. 
Our Saviour honoured him with the most intimate confidence, 
and loved him beyond his other disciples. He and Peter 
and James were (exclusive of the rest) witnesses of the raising 
of Jairub* daughter, of Christ's tranafiguratioD, and of his 
^ony in the garden. He was the only apostle who stood 
under the cross when Christ was crucified. We are to eo&« 
sider this Grospel not only as an historical narrative, but a 
treatise designed to refute various heresies, which prevailed 
most in Asia* At the request of the Asiatic Bishops St. John 
composed his Gospel, with a view to put those heretics to 
shame, and to shew there is one God^ who by Christ, his 
Word, made all tilings, and that the Creator and Father of our 
Lord were not^ as they pretended, distinct beings. 

Of the Jewish Sects or Parties which occur in the Gospels, 

The Pharisees , 

Were a s^qt among the Jews, that had subsisted at least 
above a hundred and fifty years before Christ. The word 
Pharisee is derived from a verb in the Hebrew, which signifies 
to DIVIDE, or SEPARATE. They separated themselves both 
from Pagans and Jews that were not of their own sect. They 
professed a regard for the Law of God and the sacred Books, 
but were superstitiously observant of certain modes of human 
invention, under the pretence of being the traditions of the 
elders. This sect not only held the soul to be immortal, but 
jbelieved in a resurrection, and that on some occasions the 
soul 0)ight re-animate a body • 
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The Scribes 

Appear not to have constituted any particular sect, but a 
body of men who Qiade the Law of Moses, and the propheti* 
cal and sacred books their peculiar study, so as to enable 
them to comment upon them, and instruct the people. The 
office however was chiefly confined to the descendants of 
Levi, 

The Sadducees 

Were the most ancient sect among the Jews* They held 
the Pentateuch, or five books of Moses, in superior estimation 
to all other compositions in the sacred collection. They 
denied the resurrection of the dead and the existence of 
angels, and beheved that the soul and body of man die toge- 
ther, never to live more. They acknowledged the being and 
providence of God, but were of opinion that rewards and 
punishments were not extended beyond this world. Yet with 
all these loose and profane notions they had a bigoted attach- 
ment to the Law of Moses. 

The Herodians 

Are looked upon not as a religious sect, but a political 
party, who became eminent in the days of Herod the Greats 
as favouring his claims and those of his patrons^ the Romans, 
to the sovereignty of Judea.

And it came to pass in those da}^, that there 
went out a decree from Caesar Augustus, that 
all the world should be taxed. * (Jnd this 
taxing was first made when Cyrenius was go- 
vernor of Syria.)

Now in the fifteenth year of the 
A.D.29. jgjgjj ^f Tiberius Caesar, Pontius Pi- 
late being governor of Judea, and Herod 
being tetrarch * of GaUlee, and his brother 
Philip tetrarch of Iturea and of the region of 
Trachonitis, and Lysanias the tetrarch of Abi- 
lene, Annas ^ and Caiaphas being the high 
priests, the word of God came unto 
John the son of Zacharias in the Place, 
wilderness. And he came into all the JujI^a. 
country about Jordan, preaching the 
baptism of repentance for the remission of 
ikih; as it is written in the prophets, 
Behold, I send my messenger before Place, 
thy face, which shall prepare thy way j^^^ 
before thee. The voice of one cry- 
ing in the wilderness. Prepare ye the way of 
the JjOTd, make his paths straight.' £very 
Talley shall be filled, and every mountain and 
hUl shall be brought low; and the crooked shall 
be made straight, and the rough ways shall be 
made smooth ; and all flesh shaU see the salva- 
tion of God. And the same John had his

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Then went out to him * Jerusalem,'* ^d all 
Judea, and all the region round about Jordan, 
and were baptized of him in Jordan, confessing 
their sins. 

But when he saw many of the Pharisees^and 
Sadducees come to his baptism, he said untQ 
them, O generation of vipers, who hath warned 
you to flee from the. wrath to come ? Brine 
forth therefore fruits meet for repentance: and 
think not to say within yourselves, We have 
Abraham to our father : for I say unto you, 
that God is able of these stones to raise up 
children unto Abraham. And now also the ax 
is laid uiito the root of the trees : therefore 
every tree which bringeth not forth good fruit 
is hewn down, and cast into the fire.

unloose: he shaU baptize you with the Holy 
Ghost and with fire: whose fan i$ in his hand,

thou to me ? And Jesus answerjog sai4 HPtQ 
him, " Suffer U ta be *v now; ^r thus it 
*• becoroeth us to fulfil all righteousness,** * 
Then he suffered him. Ai^d Jesus, when hp 
was hapti:?ed, went up straightway gut Qf 
the water: and lo, the heavens were: qpened 
unto him, ^nd he saw the Spirit of God <Je- 
scending ift a bodily shape li^L^ a dove/ ajj^ 
lighting upon him : and lo a vqice from he^vep^ 
saying.

And Jesus, being full of the Holy Place. 
Ghost, returned from Jordan, and was ^^^^^^; 
led by the spirit * into the wilderness, ** being 
forty days tempted of the devil, and was with 
the wild beasts. And in thosei days he did eat 
nothing: and when they were ended, he after- 
ward hungered. And the devil said unto him. 
If thou be the Son of God, command this 
stone that it be made bread. And Jesus an-» 
swered him, saying, " It is written. That man 
** shall not live by bread alone, but by every 
" word of God/' ' 

And he brought him to Jerusalem, Place, 
and set him on a pinnacle ' of the xTm 'S"* 
temple, and said unto him. If thou 
be the Son of God, cast thyself down from 
hence: For it is written. He shall give his 
angels charge over thee, to keep thee ; and in 
iheir hands they shall bear thee up, lest at any 
time thou dash thy foot against a stone. * And 
Jesus answering, said unto him, " It is said, 
"Thou shalt not tempt the Lord thy God."'

And he confessed, and denied not ; but con* 
fessed, I am not the Christ. And they asked 
him. What then? Art thou Elias?^ And he 
saith, I am not. Art thou that prophet? *" And 
he answered. No. Then said they unto him. 
Who art thou ? that we may give an answer to 
them that sent us: what sayestthou of thyself? 
He said,* I am the voice of one crying in the 
wilderness. Make straight the way of the Lord., 
as said the prophet Esais. ^ And they which 
were sent were of the Pharisees. And they 
asked him, and said unto him. Why baptizest

he it is, who coming after me, is preferred ber 
fore me, whose shoes latchet 1 am not worthy to 
unloose. These things were done in Bethabara 
beyond Jordan, where John was baptizing. 

The next day John seeth Jesus coming unto 
him, and saith, Behold the Lamb of God, 
which taketh away the sin of the world. Thi? 
is he of whom I said. After me cometh a man 
which is preferred before me : for he was before 
me. ^ And I knew him not : but that he should 
be made manifest to Israel, therefore am I come 
baptizing with water. And John bare record, 
saying, I saw the Spirit descending from heaven 
like a dove, and it abode upon him. And I 
knew him not: but he that sent me to baptize 
with water, the same said unto me, Upon 
whom thou shalt see the Spirit descending, an4 
reniaining on him, the same is he which bap- 
tijzeth with the Holy Ghost. And I saw, and 
bare record that this is the Son of God. 

Again the next day after John stood^ and 
two of his disciples ; and looking upon Jesus 
as he walked, he saith, Behold the Lamb of 
God! And the two disciples heard him speak, 
and they followed Jesus. Then Jesus turned, 
and saw them following, and saith unto 
^ them, " What seek ye ?'' They said unto him'. 
Rabbi, (which is to say, being interpreted. 
Master,) where dwellest thou ? He saith unjtp

for it was about the tenth hour. " One of the 
two which heard John speuk^ and followed him, 
was Andrew, Simon Peter's brother. He first 
findeth his own brother Simon, and saith unto 
him, We have found the Messias, which is, 
being interpreted, the Christ. And he brought 
him to Jesus. And when Jesus beheld him, 
he said, ^' Thou art Simon the son of Jona : 
*^ thou shalt be called Cephas,'* ** which is by 
interpretation, A stone. 

The day following Jesus would go forth into 
Galilee, and findeth Philip, and saith unto 
him, " Follow me/' Now Philip was of Beth- 
fiaida, the city of Andrew and Peter. Philip 
findeth NathanaeU and saith unto him, We 
have found him, of whom Moses in the law, 
and the prophets, did write, Jesus of Nazareth, 
the son of Joseph. And Nathanael said unto 
him. Can there any good thing come out of 
Nazareth? Philip saith unto him. Come and 
see. Jesus saw Nathanael coming to him, and 
saith of him, •* Behold an Israelite indeed, in 
^ whom is no guile!" Nathanael saith unto 
him. Whence knowest thou me? Jesus an- 
swered and said unto him, ** Before that Philip 
*^ called thee, when thou wast under the fij 
^' tree, I saw thee/' *" Nathanael answerec 
and said unto him. Rabbi, thou art the son of 
God ; thou art the King of Israel. Jesijks an« 
swered and said unto nim, " Because 1 said

And the third, day there was a mar- 
riage in Cana of Galilee ; and the q^^ 
mother of Jesus was there. And 
both Jesus was called^ and his disciples, to the 
marriage. And when they wanted wine, the 
mother of Jesus saith unto him. They have no 
wine. Jesus saith unto her, " Woman, * what 
** have I to do with thee ? mine hour is not yet 
•* come/' His mother saith unto the servants^ 
Whatsoever he saith unto you, do it. And there 
were set there six water-pots of stone, ** after the 
manner of the purifying of the Jews, contain- 
ing two or three firkins * apiece. Jesus saith 
unto them, " Fill the water-pots with water/' 
And they filled them up to the brim. And he 
saith unto them, ^^ Draw out now, and bear 
" unto the governor of the feast." And they 
bare it. When the ruler of the feast had tasted 
the water that was made wine,'' and knew

This beginning of 
miracles did Jesus in Cana of Galilee, and 
manifested forth his glory; and his disciples 
believed on him. 

And after this he went down to Place, 
Capernaum, he, and his mother, and C«'pe'»a'"-. 
his brethren, and his disciples: and they con- 
tinued there not many days.

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20. Jews goes to Jerusalem at thejirst TasMver^ 
and casts the traders out of the Temple. 

Time. And the Jews' passover Place. 

^Fim^' was athand; and Jesus went '^'«^»«««- 

Passover. u.p to Jerusalem, and found in the 

temple those that sold oxen, and 

sheep, and doves, and the changers of money 

sitting: and when he had made a scourge of 

small cords, he drove them all out of the 

temple, and' the sheep, and the oxen ; and 

poured out the changers' money, and overthrew 

the tables; and said unto them that sold doves, 

" Take these things hence ; i;riake not my Fa- 

" ther's house an house of merchandize/' And 

his disciples remembered that it was written. 

The zeal of thine house hath eaten me up. 

Then answered the Jews and said unto him. 
What sign shewest thou unto us, seeing that 
thou doest these things? Jesus answered and 
said unto them, '* Destroy this temple, and in 
" three days I will raise it up/' Then said the 
Jews, Forty and six years was this temple in 
building, and wilt thou rear it up in three days? 
But he spake of the temple of his body. When 
therefore he was risen from the dead, his dis- 
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ciples remembered that he had said this unto 
them; and tiiey believed the scripture, and the 
word which Jesus had said. 

Now when he was in Jerusalem at the pass* 
over, in the feast dmf^ many believed in his 
name, * when they saw the miracles which he 
did. But Jesus did not commit himself unto 
them, because he knew all men, and needed 
not that any should testify of man : for h« 
knew what was in man. 

21. Jesus' discourse with Nicodemus. 

There was a man of the Pharisees, named 
Nicodemus, a ruler ^ of the Jews-: the same 
came to Jesus by night, and said unto him,. 
Rabbi, we know that thou art a teacher come 
from God : for no man can do these miracles 
that thou doest, except God be with him. Jesus 
answered and said unto him, " Verily, verily, 
** I say unto thee, Except a man be born a^grain, 
** he cannot see the kingdom of God.*' Nico- 
demus saith unto him. How can a man be born 
wlien he is old? can he enter the second time 
into his mother's womb, and be bom ? Jesus 
answered, ** Verily, verily, I say unto thee, Ex- 
•' cept a man be born ' of water and ojf the 
** Spirit, he cannot enter into the kingdom of 
** God. That which is born of the flesh is 
" flesh ; and that which is bom of the Spirit is 
** spirit. Marvel not that I said unto thee, Y« 
" must be born again. The wind blowetk

and said unto him, How can these things be ? 
Jesus answered and said unto him, " Art thou 
a master of Israel, and knowest not these 
.things: Verily, verily, I say unto thee, We 
speak that we do know, and testify that we 
have seen ; and ye receive not our witness. 
If I have told you earthly things, and ye be- 
lieve not, how shall ye believe, if I tell you 
0/ heavenly things? and no man hath as- 
cended up to heaven, but he that came down 
from heaven, even the Son of man which is 
in heaven. ^ 

" And as Moses lifted up the serpent in the 
wilderness, even so must the Son of man be 
lifted up : ** that w^hosoever believeth in him 
should hot perish, but have eternal life. 
" For God so loved the world, that he gave 
his only begotten Son, that whosoever be- 
lieveth in him should not perish, but have 
everlasting life. For God sent not his Son 
into the world to condemn the world ; but 
that the world through him might be saved. 
" He that believeth on him is not condemned : 
but he that believeth not is condemned al- 
ready, because he hath not believed in tlie 
name of the only begotten Son of God. And 
this is the condemnation, that light is con>e

After' ?£ Jesus and hi^ disciples into j,?^^; 
first Pass-^ the land ot Judea; and 
over. there he tarried with them> and 
baptized. 
And John also was baptising in ^non near 
to Salim> because there was much water there; 
and they came, and were baptized. For John 
was not yet cast into prison.- 

Then there arose a question between some of 
John s disciples and the Jews about purifying. * 
And they came unto John, and said unto him» 
Rabbi,^** he that was with thee beyond Jordan, 
to wh<»n thou barest witness, behold, the same 
baptize th, and all men come to him. John an- 
swered and said, A man can receive nothing, 
except it be given him from heaven. Ye your^ 
selves bear me witness, that I - said, I am not

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the Christ, but that I am sent before him. He 
that hath the bride is the bridegroom : but the 
friend of the bridegroom, which standeth and 
heareth him, rejoiceth greatly because of the 
bridegroom's voice: this my joy therefore ia 
fulfilled. He must increase, but I mmt de^ 
crease. He that cometh from above is above 
all; he that is of the earth is earthly, and 
speaketb of the earth : he that cometh from 
heaven is above all. And what he hath seen 
and heard, that he testifieth ; and no man ' re* 
ceiveth his testimony. He that hath received 
his testimony hath set to his seal that God .is 
true. For he whom God hath sent speaketh 
the words of God: for God giveth not the 
Spirit by measure unto him. ^ The Father loveth 
the Son, and hath given all things into his hand» 
He that believeth on the Son hath everlasting 
life : and he that believeth not the Son shaU 
not see life ; but the wrath of God abideth oi| 
him. 

And many other things in his exhortation 
preached he unto the people. 

33. Jesus retires into Galilee after John the 
Baptist's imprisonment. Passing through 
Samaria^ he makes disciples.

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For Herod * Himself had sent forth and laid 
hold upon Johb, and bound ,hiih ' in prison for 
Herodias' sake, his brother Philip's wife : foi' 
he had married her. For John had said unto 
Herod, It is not lawful for thee to have thy 
brother's wife. Therefore Herodias hadia 
quarrel against him, and would have killed 
him ; but she could not: for Herod feared 
John, knowing that he was a just man and an 
holy, and observed him ; and when he heard 
him, he did many things, and heard him 
gladly. ^ 

And he must needs, go through Sa- Haoe.- ' 
maria. Then cometh he to a city of ^'IJJ"** 
Samaria, which is called Sychar, "" near / ' 

to Uie parcel of ground that Jacob gave to hi^ 
son Joseph. .Now Jacob's well * was there. 
Jesus therefore being wearied with his joumeyi 
sat thus on the well : and it was about the sixtl^ 
hour. * There cometh a woman of Samaria td 
draw water: Jesus saith unto her, " Give me 
" to drink." (For his disciples were gone away 
unto the city to buy meat.) Then saith the 
woman of Samaria unto him. How is it that 
thou, being a Jew, askest drink of me, which 
am a woman of Samaria? Fof the Jews havo 
no dealings with the Samaritans. ^ Jesus au

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swered and said unto her, *' If thou knewest 
^^ the gift of God, * and who it is that saith to 
'* thee. Give me to drink ; thou wouldest hare 
^ asked of him, and he would have given thee 
^ living water." The woman saith unto him. 
Sir, thou hast nothing to draw with, and the well 
is deep: from whence then hast thou that liv- 
ing water? Art thou greater than our father 
Jacob, which gave us the well, and drank 
tJiereof himself, and his children, and his cattle ? 
Jesus answered and said unto her,.** Whosoever 
" drinketh of this water shall thirst again : but 
" whosoever drinketh of the water that I shall 
" give him shall never thirst; but the water that 
" I shall give him shall be in him a well of 
** water springing up into everlasting life.^ 
The woman saith unto him. Sir, give me this 
water, that I thirst not, neidier come hither to 
draw.^ J6sus saith unto her, *^ Go, call thy 
^ husband, and come hither/' The woman 
answered and said, I have no husband. ^ Jesus 
said imfo her, ^ Thou hast well said, I li^ve no 
^* husband : for thou hast had five husbands ; 
*' and he whom thou now hast is not thy hus- 
^* band : in that saidst thou truly/'' The wo- 
man saith unto him. Sir, I perceive that thou 
art a prophet. Our fathers worshipped in this 
mountain ; and ye say, that in Jerusalem is the 
place where men ought to worship- Jesus 
saith unto her, " Woman, believe me, the hour 
" Cometh, when ye shall neither in this moun- 

• Thfe gift of God's spirit.

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" t*iB, nor yet at Jerusalem, worship the Fa-

*^ Father in spirit and in truth : for the Father 
** seeketh such to worship him. God is a Spi- 
** rit: and they that worship him must worship 
** him in spirit and in truth/' The woman saith 
unto him, I know that Messias cometh, which 
is called Christ : when he is come, he will tell 
us all tilings. Jesus saith unto her, " I that 
" speak unto thee ani he" 

And upon this came his disciples, and mar- 
velled that he talked with the woman : yet 
no man said, What seekest thou ? or. Why 
talkest thou with her? The woman then left 
her water-pot, and went her way into the city, 
and saith to the nien, Come, see a man, which 
told niie all things that ever I did : is not this 
the Christ ? then they went out of the city, and 
came unto him. 

In the mean while his disciples prayed hina, 
saying. Master, eat. But he said unto them, 
" I have meat to eat that ye know Hiot of.'* 
Therefore said the disciples one to another. 
Hath any man brought him ought to eat ? Jesu's 
saith unto them, '' My meat is to do the will of 
^* him that sent me, and to finish his work. Say 
** not ye. There are yet four months, and then 
*V cometh harvest? behold, I say unto yotf, 
^ Lift up your eyes, aiid look on the fields j for

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•" they are white already to harvest. And he 
" that reapeth receiveth wages, and gathereth 
" fruit unto life eternal : that both he that 
•^ soweth and he that reapeth may rejoice to- 
" gether. And herein is that saying true. One 
" soweth, and another reapeth. I sent you to 
** rieap that whereon ye bestowed no labour : 
" other men laboured , and ye are entered into 
" their labours.^ 

And many of the Samaritans of that city 
believed on him for the saying of the woman, 
which testified. He told me all that ever I 
did. So when the Samaritans were come unto 
him, they besought hini that he would tarry with 
them: and he abode there two days. And many 
more-believed because of his own word ; and 
said unto the woman. Now we believe, not 
because of thy saying : for we have heard him 
ourselves, and know that this is indeed the 
Christ, the Saviour of the world. 

24. In Galilee Jesus exercises his public ministry. 
' In Cana he heals the son of king Herod's 
Officer^ who lay sick at Capernaum.

, . Now after two days he departed P'»ce. 
thence, and went into Gahlee, preach- ^*^*'^^* 
ing the gospel of the kingdom of God, and 
«a;ying, " The time is fulfilled, and the king- 
" dom of God is at hand : repent ye, and be- 
".lieve the gospel/^ 

. And there went out a fame of him through 
all the region round about. 

For Jesus himself testified, '* that a prophet 
" hath no honour in his own country/' Then 
when he was come into Galilee, the Galileans 
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received him, having seen all' the things that 
hie did at Jerusalem at the feast : for they also 
went unto the feast. So Jesus came 
again into Cana of Galilee, where he q^^^' 
made the water wine. And there 
was a certain nobleman, whose son was sick 
at Capernaum. When he heard that Jesus was 
come out of Judea into Galilee, he went unto 
him, and besought him that he would come 
down, and heal his son : for he was at the 
point of death. Then said Jesus unto him, 
** Except ye see signs and wondei's, ye will not 
** believe."' The nobleman saith unto him. Sir, 
come down ere my child .die. Jesus saith unto 
him, " Go thy way ; thy son livelh." Arid the 
man believed the word that Jesus had spoken 
unto him, and he went his way. And as he 
was now going down, his servants -rriet him, 
&nd told fnniy saying, Thy soft liveth. Then 
enquired he of them the hour when he began 
to amend. And they said unto hiih, Yester* 
day at the seventh hour* the fever left him. 
So the father knew that it was at the same hour 
in which Jesus said unto him, Thy son liveth: 
and himself believed, and his whole house. 
This is again the second miracle that Jesus didV 
when he was come out of Judeainto Galilee. 

85. Jesus goes to Nazareth^ wh&re he preserves 
his life by a miracle ; and then fixes his tkvel" 
ling at Capernaum. ^ 

And he taught in their synagogues, being 
glorified of all.

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And h^ caine to Nazareth, where ^^^*^®; 
l^e had been brought up ; ^nd, as his f^^^*'^^ • 
custom was, h« went into the synagogue on the 
sabbath day, and stood up for to read. And 
there was delivered unto him the book of the 
prophet Esaias. And when he had opened the 
book, he found the place where it was writtetif 
the Spirit of the Lord h upon me, because he 
hath anointed me to preach the gospel to tlx^ 
poor: he hath ^ent me to heal the broken- 
hearted, to preach deliverance to the captives^ 
and recovering of £^}ght to the blind, to set at 
liberty them that are bruised, to preach the 
acceptable yeaf of the Lord. And he closed 
the book, and he gave it again to the minis^ 
ter/ and sat down. And the eyes of all them 
that were in the synagogue were fastened on 
him. And he began to say unto them, *^ This 
^* day is this scripture fulfilled in your ears/* 
And all bare him witness, and wondered at the* 
gracious word* which proceeded out of his 
mouth. And they said. Is not this Joseph^s 
son ? And he said unto them, ^* Ye will surely 
*' say unto me this proserb. Physician, heal 
*• thyself: whatsoever we have heard done in 
*' Capernaum^ do also here in thy country/' 
and he said^ ♦^ VeriJy I say unto you. No pro- 
^* phet is accepted in his own country. .But I 
^^ tell you of a truth. Many widows were in 
Israel in the days of Elias, "" when the heaven 
was shut up three years and six months, when

And all they in the synagogue, when they 
heard these things, were filled with wrath, and 
rose up, and thrust him out of the city, and 
led him unto the brow of a hill whereon their 
city was built; that they might cast him down 
headlong.

And leaving Nazareth, he came Place, 
and dwelt in Capernaum, which is Capernaum, 
upou the ^ sea coast, in the borders of Zabulon 
and Nephthalim : that it might be fulfilled which 
was spoken by Esaias the prophet, saying. The 
land of Zabulon, and the land of Nephtlialim, 
by the way of the sea, beyond Jordan, Galilee 
of the Gentiles ;"" the people which sat in dark« 
nass saw great light ; and to them which sat 
in the region and dhadow of death light is 
sprung up.

And it came to pass^ that, as the 
people pressed upon him to hear the seTof 
word of God, he stood by the lake of Galilee. 
Gennesaret, and saw two ships stand- 
ing by the lake, but the fishermen were gone 
out of them, and were washing their nets. And 
he entered into one of the ships, which was 
Simon's, and prayed him that he would thrust 
out a little from the land. And he sat down, 
and taught the people out of the ship. 

Now when he had left speaking, he said unto 
Simon, ** Launch out into the deep, and let 
" down your nets for a draught."* and Simon 
answering said unto him. Master, we have 
toiled all the night, and bave taken nothing : 
nevertheless at thy word 1 will let down the 
net. And when they had this. done, they in- 
closed a gireat multitude of fishes ; and their 
net brake.' And they beckoned unto their 
partners which were in the other ship, that 
they should come and help them. And they 
came, and filled both the ships, so that they 
began to sink'. When Simon Peter saw eV, he 
fell down at Jesus* knees, saying. Depart from 
mc ; for I am a sinful man, O Lord, For he 
was astonished, and all that were with him, at 
the draught of the fishes which they had taken : 
and so was also James and John, the sons of 
Zebcdee, which were partners with Simon.

And Jesus said unto them, " Come ye after

way he called them: and they left their father 
Zebedee in the ship with the hired servants, and 
went after him.

Akd they went into Capernaum; Place, 
and straightway on the sabbath day ^^P^^^a"* 
he entered into the synagogue, and taught* 
And they were astonished at his doctrine: for

»ot as the scribes. \ . 

And there was in their synagogue a man 
with an unclean spirit; and he cried out, say- 
ing. Let us alone ; what have we to do with 
thee, thou Jesus of. Nazareth ? art thou come 
to destroy us ? 1 know thee who thou art, the 
Holy One of God. And Jesus rebuked him, 
saying, '^Hold thy peace, and come out of 
" him."" And when the unclean spirit had torn 
him, and cried with a loud voice, he came out 
of him. And they were ail amazed, insomuch 
that they questioned among themselves, saying. 
What thing is this? what new doctrine iv this? 
for with authority commahdeth he even the un- 
clean splits, 4ind they do obey him. And

And he came and took her by the 
hand, and lifted her up; and immediately the 
fever left her, and she ministered unto them. * 

And at even, when the sun did set, they 
brought unto him all that were diseased, and 
them that were possessed with devils. A&d all 
the city was gathered together at the door. And 
he healed many that were sick of divers dis- 
eases, and he cast out the spirits with his word, 
and healed all that were sick : that it might be 
fulfilled which was spoken by Esaias the pn>- 
l^et, saying. Himself took our infirmities, and 
b^e pur i^cknesses. 

And in the morning, rising up a Place, 
great while before day, he went out, g^uiee^^ 
and . departed into a solitary place, 
and there prayed. And Simon and they that 
were with him followed after him. And when 
they had fqund him, they said unto him. All 
men seek for thee. And he said unto them, 
" Let us go into the next towns, that I may 
** preach there also: for therefore came I 
*^ forth." 

And Jesttt went about all Galilee, ?!»««• 
teaching in their synagogues, and ^*^*^^^' 

*• Began to wait on them. 
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preaching the gospel of the kingdom, and heal^- 
ing ail manner of sickness, and all manner of 
disease among the people. And his fame Vent 
throughout all Syria: and they brought unto 
him all sick people that were taken with divers 
diseases and torments, and those which were 
possessed with devils, and those which were 
lunatick, and those that had the palsy ; and he 
healed them* And there followed him great 
multitudes of people from Galilee, and from 
Decapolis, and from Jerusalem, and from 
Judea, zsxdifrom beyond Jordan.

And it came to pass, when he was Place, 
in a certain city, behold a man full qIJu^I 
of leprosy : who seeing Jesus fell on probabfy 
his face, and besought him, saying, Capernium. 
Lord, if thou wijt, thou canst make me cleam 
And Jesus, moved with compassion, put forth 
his hand, and touched him, and saith unto 
him, " I will ; be thou clean/' And as soon as 
he had spoken, immediately the leprosy de- 

Earted from him, and he was cleansed. And 
e straitly charged him^ and forthwith sent him 
away ; and saith imto him, " See thou say no-^ 
thing to any man: but go thy way, shew thy- 
self to the priest, and offer for thy cleansing 
those things which Moses commanded, for a 
^* testimony unto them/'* But he went out, 
and began to publish it much, and to blaze 
abroad the matter, insomuch that Jesus could

\ And a^in he entered int6 Caper* Place, 
naum. And it came to pass on a ^^P^'^^^uoi* 
certain day, as he was teaching, that there 
were Pharisees and doctors of the law sitting by, 
which were come out of every town of Galilee, 
and Judea, and Jerusalem: and straightway 
many were gathered together, insomuch that 
there was no room to receive thtm^ no, not so 
much as about the door, and the power of the 
Lord was present to heal them. And, behold ^ 
men brought in a bed a man which was taken 
with a palsy : and they sought means to bring 
him in, and to lay him before him. And when 
they could not find by what way they might 
bring him in because of the multitude,, they 
went upon the housetop, and let him down 
through the tiling * with his couch into the midst 
before Jesus. And when he saw their faith, 
he said unto him, " Man, thy sins are forgiven 
" thee.'' And the Scribes and the Pharisees 
began to reaison, saying. Who is this which 
speaketh blasphemies? who can forgive sins, 
but God alone? But when Jesus perceived

Jerusalem. 

Time. After this there was a P'a^e. 
A.D. 31. feast of the Jews; and Jesus J*^^"^**^'"- 
Passover, went up to Jerusalem. Now there is 
at Jerusalem by the sheep market a 
pool, * which is called in tlie Hebrew tongue 
Bethesda, ^ having five porches. ' In these lajr 
a great multitude of impotent folk, of blind, 
halt, withered, waiting for the movement of 
the water. For an angel went down at a certainr 
season into the pool, and troubled the water : 
whosoever then first after the troubling of the 
water stepped in was made whole of whatsoever 
disease he had. And a certain man was there, 
which had an infirmity thirty and eight years. 
"When Jesus saw him lie, and knew that he had 
been now a long time in that case^ he saitli 
unto him, ** Wilt thou be made whole ?'' The 
impotent man answered him. Sir, I have no 

■ Or bath. ** Or house of mercy,

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man^ when the waiter is troubled^ to put me 
into the pool*: but while I am coming, another 
steppeth down before me. Jesus saith unto 
him, " Rise, take up thy bed, and walk/' And 
immediately the man was made whole, and took 
up his bed, and walked : and on the same day 
was the sabbath. 

The Jews therefore said unto him that was 
cured. It is the sabbath day: it is not lawful 
for thee to carry thy bed^ He answered them. 
He that made me whole, the same said unto 
me. Take up thy bed, and walk, * Then asked 
they him. What man is that which said unto 
thee. Take up thy bed and walk ? And he that 
was healed wist not who he was : for Jesus had 
conveyed himself away, a multitude being in 
that place. Afterwards Jesus . findeth him in 
the temple, and said unto him, " Behold, thou 
" art made whole: sm no more, lest a worse 
*' thing come to thee.'' The man departed, and 
told the Jews that it was Jesus, which had 
made him whole. And therefore did the Jews 
persecute Jesus, and sought to slay him, because 
he had done these things on the sabbath day. • 

But Jesus answered them, " My Father 
" worketh hitherto, and I work/'^ Therefore 
the Jews^ sought the more to kill him, because 
he not only had broken the sabbath, but said 
also that God was his Father, making himself 
equal with God. 

* The same authority which made irie whole, hath made it 
lawful to carry my bed on the saT)bath day. 

^ It is lawftil to dOf good on the sabbath day, as well as at 
other tipies, after the example of God, who never ceases by 
his providence to do good to his creatui^s. 
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Then answered Jesus and said unto them. 
Verily, verily, I say unto you, The Son can 
do nothing of himself, but what he seeth the 
^ Father do : for what things soever he doeth^ 
** these also doeth the Son likewise. For the 
** Father loveth the Son, and sheweth him all 
things that himself doeth : and he will shew 
him greater works than these, that ye may 
*• marvel. For as the Father raiseth up the 
dead, and quickeneth Mem; even so the Son 
quickeneth whom he will. For the Father 
**judgeth no man, but hath committed all 
** judgment unto the Son : that all men should 
*• honour the Son, even as they honour the Fa- 
*• then He that honoureth not the Son ho- 
" noureth not the Father which hath sent him. 
" Verily, verily, I say untp you, He that 
•* heareth my word, and believeth on him that 
** sent me, hath everlasting lifei and shall not 
*^ come into condemnation ; but is passed from 
^* deatii imto life. Verily, verily, I say unto 
" you, The hour is coming, and now is,* when 
" the dead shall hear the voice of the Son of 
" God : and they that hear shall live. For as 
•* the Father hath life in himself; so hath he 
•* given to the Son to have life in himself ; and 
^ hath given him authority to execute judg- 
** ment also, because he is the Son of man. 
" Marvel not at this : for the hour is coming, in 
the which all that are in the graves ihall hear 
his voice, and shall come forth ; they that 
♦* have done good, linto the resurrection of life ; 
and they that have done evil, unto the resur-

And when thou prayest, thou shalt not be 

as the hypocrites are : for they love to pray 
" standing in the synagogues and in the corners 
'* of the streets, that they may be seen of men. 

* This is a proverbial expression, importing the greatest cau- 
tion and secrecy 
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• 

" Verily I say unto you, They have their te- 
** waixi. But thou, when thou ptayest, enter 
into thy closet^ and when thou hast shut thy 
door, pray to thy Father which is in secret ; 
" and thy Father, which seeth in secret, shall 
^* reward thee openly. But when ye pray, use 
** not vain repetitions, as the heathen do : fot 
they think that they shall be heard for their 
much speaking. Be not ye therefore like 
unto them : for your Father knoweth what 
" things ye have need of, before ye ask him^ 
*' After this manner therefore pray ye : OtJR 
*^ Father which art in heaven. Hallowed bei 
*' thy name. Thy kingdom come. Thy will 
•' be done in earth, as it is in heaven. Give us 
this day our daily bread. And forgive us our 
debts, as we forgive our debtors. And lead 
us not into temptation, but deliver us from 
*' evil:* For thine is the kingdom,and the power, 
and the glory, for ever. Amen^ 
" For if ye forgive men their trespasses, 
your heavenly Father will also forgive you i 
^ but if ye forgive not men their trespasses, 
*' neither will your Father forgive your tres- 
" passes. 

" Moreover when ye fast, be not, as the hy* 
•' pocrites, of a sad countenance : for they dis- 
" figure their faces, that they may appear untd 
** men to fast* Verily 1 say unto you. They 
** have their reward. But thou, when thou 
•' fastest, anoint thine head, and Wash thy face J 
" that thou appear not unto in^i to fast, but 
^' unto thy Father which is in secret : and th j 

^ The power of Satan < 
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•* Father, which seeth in secret, shall reward 
thee openly. 

Lay not up for yourselves treasures upon 
^ earth, where moth and rust doth corrupt, and 
** where thieves break through and steal : but 
" lay up for yourselves treasures in heaven, 
" where neither moth nor rust doth corrupt, and 
** where thieves do not break through nor steal : 
" for where your treasure is, there will your 
" heart be also. 

" The light of the body is the eye ; if there- 
" fore thine eye be single, * thy whole body 
" shall be full of light. But if thine eye be evil, 
" thy whole body shall be full of darkness. If 
** therefore the light that is in thee be darkness, 
•* how great is that darkness ! 

** No man can serve two masters ; for either 
" he will hate the one, and love the other ; or 
else he will hold to the one, and despise the 
other. Ye cannot se^q God and mammon. ^ 
Therefore I say unto you, Take no thought for 
your life, what ye shall eat, or what ye shall 
^* drink ; nor yet for your body, what ye shall 
^^ put on. Is not the life more than meat, and 
" the body than raiment ? Behold the fowls 
" of the air; for they sow not, neither do 
they reap, nor gather into barns ; yet your 
heavenly Father fcedeth them. Are ye not 
** much better than they ? Which of you by 
^< taking thought, can add one cubit unto his 
" stature ? And why take ye thought fortai- 
^^ ment f Consider the lilies of the fields how 
" they ^row ^ they toil not, neither do tljey

^ Mammen is put foe riohea. 
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spin : and yet I say unto you, That even So- 
lomon in all his glory was not arrayed hke 
** one of these. Wherefore, if God so clothe 
" the grass of the field, which to day is, * and 
" to morrow is cast into the oven, shall he not 
much more clothe you, O ye of little faith ? 
Therefore take no thought, saying. What shall 
" we eat ? or, What shall we drink ? or. Where- 
" withal shall we be clothed ? (For after all 
" these things do the Gentiles seek :) for your 
" heavenly Father knoweth that ye have need 
" of all these things. But seek ye first the 
" kingdom of God, and his righteousness ; 
" and all these things sliall be addecl unto you. 
•* Take therefore no thought for the morrow : ^ 
** for the morrow shall take thought for the 
** things of itself. Sufficient unto, the day is 
« the evil thereof/'

*' be brought down to hell : * for if the mighty

But when the Pharisees heard iV, they said.

Every kingdom divided against itself is 
brought to desolation ; and every city or 
house divided againat itself shall not stand : 
*' and if Satan cast out Satan, he is divided 
against himself; how shall then his kingdom 
stand ? and if I by Beebebub cast out de- 
vils, by whom do your childrem cast them 
out? therefore they shall be your judges. 
But if 1 cast out devils by the Spirit of ;G.od,

tion, and shall condemn it : because they re- 
pented at the preaching of Jonas ; and, be- 
hold, a greater than Jonas is here. The queen 
of the south shall rise up in the judgment 
with this generation, and shall condemn it : 
" for she came from the uttermost parts of the 
earth to hear the wisdom of Solomon ; and, 
behold, a greater than Solomon is here. No 
man, when he hath lighted a candle, puttetii 
it in a secret place, neither under a bushel, 
but on a candlestick, that they which come 
in may, see. the light. The light of the body 
is the eye : therefore when thine eye is single,

And when the Pharisee saw 
it, he marvelled that he had not first washed 
before dinner. * And the Lord said unto hiro, 
" Now do ye Pharisees make clean the outsid© 
" of the cup and the platter; but your inward 
" part is full of ravening and wickedness. Ye 
" fools, did not he that made that which is 
" without make that which is within also? buk 
*' rather give alms of such things as ye have ; 
" and, behold, all things are clean unto you. 
" But woe unto you, Pharisees ! for ye tithe 
^^ mint and rue and all manner of herbs, 
•* and pass over judgment and the love of God : 
*' these ought ye to Irnve done, and not to leave 
'' the other undone. Woe unto you, Phari- 
sees ! for ye love the uppermost seats in the 
synagogues, and greetings in the mar^ets^. 
Woe unto you. Scribes and Pharisees, hypo- 
crites ! for ye are as graves which appear not, 
*• and the men that walk over them are not 
*' aware of them/' ^ Then answered one of the 
lawyers, and said unto him. Master, thus say- 
ing thou reproachest us also. And he said, 
^^ Woe unto you also, ye lawyers ! for ye lade

*• for they indeed killed them, and 5'e build 
«• their sepulchres. Therefore also said the 
«* wisdom of God, I will send them prophets 
•* and apostles, and some of them they shall slay 
** and persecute : that the blood of all the pro- 
•* phets, which was shed from the foundation 
•* of the world, may be required of this gene- 
** ration ; from the blood of Abel unto the 
•* blood of Zacharias, * which perished between 
** the altar** and the temple : verily I say unto 
you. It shall be required of this generation. 
Woe unto you, lawyere ! for ye have taken 
away the key of knowledge : ye enter not in 
yourselves, and them that were entering in 
ye hindered." And as he said these things 
unto them, the Scribes and the Pharisees began 
to urge him vehemently, and to provoke him to 
speak of many things : laying wait for him, and 
seeking to catch something out of his mouth 
that they might accuse him.

In the mean time, when there were Capernaum. 
gathered together an innumerable or,iiitheway 
multitude of people, insomuch that to the Lake, 
they trode one upon another, he began to Say

** and not one of them is forgotten before God ? 
" But even the very hairs of your head are all

** men, him shall the Son of man also confess 
•* before theaiigels of God : but he that denieth 
** me before men shall be denied before the 
^ angels of God. And when they bring you 
unto the s3magogues, and unto magisti'ates, 
and powers, take ye no thought how or what 
thing ye shall answer, or what ye shall say : 
•* for the Holy Ghost shall teach you in the 
^ saime hour what ye ought to say.'' 

And one of the company said unto him. Mas- 
ter, speak to my brother, that he divide the in- 
heritance with me. And he said unto him, 

• The groundless traditions and false opinions. 
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" Man, who made me a judge or a divider over 
" you ?" And he said unto them* •^ Take heed, 
" and beware of covetousness : for a roan s hfe 
" consisteth not in the abundance of .the things 
•' which he possesseth/' 

And he spake a parable unto thein, saying. 
The ground of a certain rich man brought 
forth plentifully : and he thought within him- 
I* self, saying. What shall I do, because I have 
" no room wh^re to bestow my fruits ? And he 
said. This will I do : I will pull down my 
" barns, and build greater ; and there yrill I be- 
" stow all my fruits and my goods. And I will 
" say to niy soul, Soul, thou hast much goods 
" laid up for many years ; take thine ease, eat, 
" drink, and be merry. But God said unto hioi, 
** Thou fool, this night thy soul sWl be required 
" of thee : -then whose shall those things be,» 
** which thou liast provided ? So is he that 
" layeth up treasure for himself, and is npt rich 
" toward God/ 

" Sell that ye have, and give almsj provide 
" yourselves bags which wax not old, a treasure 
•* in the heavens that faileth hot, where no thief 
** approachetb, neither moth corrupteth. For 
^' where your treasure is, there will your heart be 
^' also. 

" Let your loins be girded about, ^ and j/oiii* 
" lights burning ; and ye yourselves like uqto'

^^ Galileans, because they si^ffered such things B 
I tell you, nay : but, except ye repent,^ ye 
shall al) likewise perish. Or those eighteen, 
upon whom the tower in Siloam fell, and slew 
^* them, think ye that they were sinners above 
^^ all men that d w^lt in Jerusalem ? \ tell you, 
** Nay ; but e^^cept ye repent, ye shall all like* 
^^ wise perish/" I^e spake also this parable j 
^^ A certain man had a fig tree planted in his 
^' vineysird ; and he came and sought ihiit 
^^ thereop, and found none. Then said he unto 
^ the dresser of his vineyard, Behold^ these 
^' three yewkl come seeking fmit on this fig tr^e^ 
^^ and find none : cut it down ; why cumbereth 
' it the ground ? ^n^ he answering said unto 
^ hiqi^ Lord^ l^t it alone this year also, till {

An explanatitm (^ one of them. 

The same day went Jesus out of 1^*^^: 
the house, and sat by the sea-side. CaUlee. 
And he began again to teach by the 
sea-side; and there was gathered unto him a 
gireat multitude, so that he entered into a ship, 
and sat in the sea ; and the whole multitude was 
by the sea on the land.' And he taught them 
many things by parables, and said unto them 
in his doctrine, " Hearken: Behold, there went 
*' out a sower to sow : and it came to pass, as 
** he sowed, some fell by the way side, anci it 
**was trodden down, and the fowls of the air 
came arid devoured it up. And some fell on 
Stony ground, where it had not much earth ; 
** and immediately it sprang up, because it had 
** no depth of earth : but when the sun was up, 
*• it was scorched ; and because it had no root, 
" it withered away. And some fell amonj 
*^ thorns, and the thorns grew up, arid choker 
" it, arid it yielded no fruit And other fell on 
good ground, and did yield fruit that sprang 
tip and increased ; and brought forth, some 
thirty, and isoine sixty, arid some an hun- 
dred.'^ And when he had said these things, 
he cried, ** He that hath ears to hear, let him

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• And when he was alone, * they that were 
about him, with the twelve, asked of him the 
parable, saying. What might this parable be ? 
an J why speakest thou unto them in parables ? 
And he said unto them, " Unto you it is given 
** to know the mystery of the kingdom of God :

** things are done in parables. For whosoever 
^* hath, to him shall be given, and he shall 
** have more abfundance : but whosoever hath

my mouth in parables ; I will utter things which 
have been kept secret from the foundation of 
the world. 

Then Jesus sent the multitude away, and wen t 
into the house : and his disciples came unto 
him, saying. Declare unto us the parable of the 
tares of the field. He answered, and said unto 
them, " He that soweth the good seed is the

What have I to do with thee, Jesus, thou Son 
of the most high God ? I adjtire thee by God,^ 
that thou torment me not. For he said unto 
him, " Come out of the man, thou unclean 
** spirit/^ And he asked him, " What is thy 
'* name ?" and he answered, saying. My name 
is Legion : * for we are many. And he besought 
him much that he would not send them away 
out of the country, into the deep. Now 
there was there nigh unto the mountains a 
great herd of swine feeding. And all the devib 
besought him, saying. Send us into the swine, 
that we may enter into them. And forthwith 
Jesus gave them leave. And the unclean spi- 
rits went out, and entered into the swine : and 
the herd, ran violently down a, steep place 
into the sea, (they were about two thou* 
sand ;) and were choked in the sea. And 
they that fed the swine fled, and told it in 
iJie city, and in the country. Apd they went 
out to see what it was that was done, ^ and 
^ame to Jesus, and found the man, out of

passion on thee.'' And he departed, and be- 
gan to publish in Decapolis how great things 
Jesus had dune for him, and all men did mar- 
vel.

And he entered into a ship, and Place, 
passed over, and came iiito his own Capernaum, 
city. And much people gathered unto him, for 
they were all waiting forhiin. 

And Levi * made him a great feast in his own 
house. And it came to pass, as Jesus sat at 
meat in the house, behold, many publicans and 
sinners came and sat down with him and his 
disciples. And when the Pharisees saw it^ they 
i^aid unto his disciples, Why eateth your Mas- 

* Levi is the same person as St. Matthew; 
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terwith pnfolicans and dinners ? Btit when Jesui 
heard that, he said unto theml ^^ They that be 
" whole need no t a physician, but they . that are 
sick. But go ye -and learn what that mean^ 
eth, I will have mercy, and not sacrifice : for 
*' I am not come to call the righteous, but sin-^ 
^ ners to Repentance/' * Then came to him the 
disciples of John, saying, Why do we atid 
the Pharisees fast oft, but thy disciples fast notJ 
and Jesus said unto them, " Can ihe children 
of the bridegroom fest,* while the bride- 
groom is with them ? as long as they have the 
bridegroom with them, they cannot fast. But 
the days will come, when the bridegroom 
^^ shall be taken away from them, and then 
** shall they fast in those days." 

And he spake also a parable unto them ; *^ No 
^ man putteth a piece of a new garment upon 
" an old ; if otherwise, then both the new 
^^ maketh a rent, and the piece that was taken 
' ^* out of the new agreethnot with the olds And 
** no man putteth new wine into old bottles, ' 
*• else the new wine will burst the bottles, and be 
^^ spilled, and the- bottles shall perish. But 
^^ new wine mu$t be put into new botties ; and 
" both are preserved. No man also having 
" drunk old mne straightway desireth new : for 
** hesaith, The old is better."' 

While he spake these things unto them, be- 
hold, there cometh one of the rulers of the 
synagogue, Jairus by name ; and when he saw

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him, he fell at his feet, and besougfet' him 
greatly, saying, My little daughter lieth at the 
point of death, (fox he had one only daugh- 
ter :) I pratf thee, come and lay thy hands on 
her, that she may be healed i and she shall 
live. And Jesus arose, and followed him, and 
so did his disciples, and much people followed 
him, and thronged him. And a certain wo- 
man, which had an issue of blood twelve years, 
and had suffered many things of many physi- 
cians,'' and had spent all that she had, and 
was nothing bettered, but rather grew worse, 
when she had heard of Jesus, came in the 
press behind, and touched his garmetit. For 
she said. If I may touch but his clothes, I shall 
be whole. And straightway the fountain of 
her blood was dried up; and she felt inker 
body that she was healed of that plclgue. And 
Jesus said, " Who touched me P'* When all 
denied, Peter and they that were with him 
said. Master, the multitude throng thee and 
press thee, and sayest thou. Who touched me ? 
and Jesus said, "Somebody hath touched iiie: 
" for I perceive that virtue is gone out of me.*' 
And when the woman saw that she was not 
hid, she came trembling, and falling down be- 
fore him, she declared unto him before all the 
people for what cause she had touched him, 
and how she was healed immediately. And 
he said unto her, " Daughter, be of good coih- 
*' fort : thy faith hath made thee whole ; go 
" in peace, and be wholfe of thy plague. *'

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/ While 1m jret spake^ there came from the 
rulier of the synagogtue's house certain which 
said. Thy. daughter is dead: why troublest 
thou the Master any further ? As soon as Jesus

*^ only believe^ and she shall l)e made whole/' 
And he cometh to the. house of the ruler of the 
synagogue, and seeth the tumuli^ and them that 
wept and wailed greatly. And when he was 
come in, he saith unto them, " Why make ye

f^ but sleepeth/' * And they laughed him to 
scorn. But when he had put them all out, he 
taketh the father and the mother of the dam-* 
sel, and them that were with hiiti, and enter** 
eth in where the damsel was lying. And he 
took the damsel by the hand, and said unto 
her, '^ Talitha cumi ;'* which is, being inter- 
preted^ Damsel, I say unto thee, Arise. And 
Straightway the damsel arose, and walked ; for 
she was of the age of twelve years. And they 
were astonished with a great astonishment. 
And he charged them stiuitly that no man 
should know it, and cammanded that ^ome* 
thitig should be given her to eat. And the fame 
hereof went abroad into all that laud.

life for my sake shall find it. 
He that recieiveth you receiveth me^ audi 
^' he that receive th nlejeceiveth him that sent 
^* me. He that receiveth a prophet in the name 
'" of a prophet shall receive a prophet's rcr 
ward ; and he that tec^iveth a righteous man 
** in the name of a righteous man shall receive 
" a righteotis man's reward. And whosoever 
" shall give tp drink unto one of these little

AVhen they were filled, 
he said unto his disciples, ** Gather up the 
" fragments that remain, that nothing be lost.'*'

And w hen the disciples saw him walking 
on the sea, they were troubled, saying. It is a 
spirit: and they cried out for fear.

Peter answered him, and said. Lord, if it be 
thou, bid me come unto thee on the water. And 
he said, ** Come/' And when Peter was come 
down out of the ship, he walked on the water, 
to go to Jesus. But when he saw the wind 
boisterous, he was afraid : and beginning to 
sink, he cried, saying. Lord, save me. And 
immediately Jesus stretched forth his hand, 
and caught him, and said unto him, *^ O thou 
f' of little faith, wherefore didst thou doubt ?'* 
And when they were come into the ship, the 
wind ceased. Then they that were in the ship 
carae and worshipped him, saying. Of a tmth 
thou art the Son of God. 

And when they had passed over. Place, 
they came into the land of Gennesa- ^^^^ ^^ 
ret, and drew to the shore. And when 
they were come out of the ship, straightway 
they knew him, and ran through that whole 
region round about, and began to carry about 
in beds those thy^t were sick, where they heard 
be w^as. And whithersoever he entered, into 
villages, or cities, or country^ they laid the sick 
in the streets, and besought him that they 
might touch if it were but the border of his gar-* 
ment : and as many as touched him were made 
whole.

Th e day following, when the people which 
stood on the other side of the sea, saw that 
there was none other boat there, save that one 
whereinto his disciples had entered, and that 
Jesus went not with his disciples into the boat;

(howbeit there came other boats from Tiberias, 
high unto the place where they did eat bread, 
after that the Lord had given thanks :) when 
the people therefore saw that Jesus was not 
there, neither his disciples, they also look ship* 
ping, and came to Capernaum, seek- 
ing for Jesus« And. when they had ?'«««. 
found him on the other side of the sea, Capernaum 
they said unto him. Rabbi, ^when earnest thou 
hither ? Jesus answered them and said, ^* Ve- 
*^ rily, verily, I say unto you, Ye seek me, not 
" because ye saw the miracles, but because ye 
** did eat of the loaves, and were filled. Labour 
*^ not for the meat which perisheth, * but for

daj. It is written in the prophets, * And they 
shall be all taught of God/ Every man 
** therefore that hath heard, and hath learned 
•' of -the Father^ Cometh unto me. Not that 
** any man hath seen the Father, save he which 
** is of God, he hath seen the Father. Verily, 
" verily, I say unto you. He that believeth on 
'^ me hath everlasting life. I am that bread of

" shall live for ever/' These things piace. 
said he in the synagogue, . as he Capernaum, 
taught in Capernaum. 

Many therefore of his disciples, when they 
had heard this^ said. This is an hard saying ; who 
can hear it .^ * When Jesus knew in himsdf that 
his disciples murmured at it, he said unto them, 
«* Doth this offend you ? What^ and if ye shall 
** 9^ the Son of man ascend up where he was 
" before ? • It is the spirit that quickeneth ; the 
** flesh profiteth nothing : the words that I 
*' speak unto you, Mey are spirit, and theysxe 
♦' life. But there are some of you that believe 
** not." For Jesus knew from the ' beginning 
who they were that believed not, and who 
should betray him. Arid he said, *' Therefore 
^* said I unto yOu, that no man can come unto 
•* me, except it were given unto him of my 
'' Father.'' 

From Xhattime many of his disciples went 
back, and walked no more with him. Then 
said Jesus unto the twelve, *' Will ye also go 
«* away ?'' Then Simon Peter answered hihi; 
Lord, to whom shall we go ? thou hast tiie 
words of eternal life. And we believe and are

sure that thou art that Christy the soti of the 
living God.

After these things Jesus walked in Galilee : 
for he would not walk iti Jewry, because the 
Jews sought to kill him.

they found fault. For the Pharisees, and all 
the Jews, except they wash their hands oft, eat 
not, holding the tradition * of the elders. And 
when they come from the market, except they 
wash, they eat not. And many other things 
there be, which they have received to Hold, as 
the washing of cups, and pots, brazen vessels, 
and of tables. Then the Pharisees and Scribes 
asked him. Why walk not thy disciples accord*

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ing to the tradition of the elders, but eat bread 

with unwashen hands?' He answered and siid 

unto them, " Well hath Bsaias prophesied qf

" is far from me. Howbeit in vain do they 

" worship me, teaching /or doctrines the cotii- 

" mandments of men. For laying aside the 

** commandment of God, ye hold the tradition 

** of meil, as the washing of pots and cups J 

^^ and many other such lik^ things ye do." And 

he said unto them, " Full well ye reject the 

" commandment of God, that ye niay keejl 

** your own tradition. For Moses said^ * Hd« 

** nour thy father and thy mother ; and. Whoso 

** curseth father or mother, let him die thtt 

^* death : BUt ye say. If a man shall say to his 

" father or mother, li w Corban, ** that is to say, 

" a gift, by whatsoeiret thou mightest be pro- 

** fited by me ; he shall be freb. * And ye sliffer

" effect through your tradition, which ye have

And 
they bring unto him one that was deaf, and had 
an impediment in his speech ; and they beseech 
him to put his hand upon him. And jbe took 
him aside from the multitudev and put bis fiur 
gers into his ears, and he spit, and touched his 
tongue : and looking up to heaven, he sighed,' 
and saith unto him, ^^ £phphatha,'' that is. Be 
opened. And straightway his ears were open- 
isd, and the string of his tongue was loosed, and 
he spake plain. And he charged them that 
they should tell no roan : but the more he 
charged them, so much the more a great deal 
they published it ; and were beyond measttrq 
astonished, saying. He hath done all things 
well : he m^eth both the deaf to hear, and the

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" will not send them away fasting, lest they 
^ feint in the way, for divers of them came from 
** far/^ * And his disciples say unto hiAi, Whence 
should we have so much bread in the wilder- 
ness, as to fill so great a multitude ? and Jesus 
saith unto them, " How many loaves have ye ?''* 
Aad they saidy Seven, and st few little* fishe^ 
and he commanded the multitude to sit down 
on the ground. And he took the seven loaves 
and the fishes, aiid gave Jthanks, and brake them, 
and gave to his disciples^ and the disciples to 
the multitude.. Aod they did all eat, and were 
filled ; and thpy toojc up of the broken meat 
that was left seven baskets fvlL And they thjat 
did eat were four thousand men^ beside women 
and children. .

Jesus charged them, saying, " Tell the vision 
to no man, until the Son of man be risen 
again from the dead/'^ And they kept that 
saying with themselves, questioning one with 
another what the rising nrom the dead should 
mean. 

And bis disciples asked him, saying, Why 
then say the scribes that Elias must first come ? 
and Jesus answered and said unto them, ^^ Elia*

saying. Lord, have mercy on my son, (for he is* 
mine only child :) fof he is lunatick, and sore 
vexed : for oft-tiines he falleth into the fire, and 
oft into the water. And, lo, a spirit tak^th him, 
and teareth him : and he foameth, and gnash- 
eth with his teeth, and pineth away: and I 
spake to thy disciples that they should cast him 
out ; and they could not. He answereth him 
and saith, " " O faithless generation, bow long

My time is not yet come: but your time is 

alway ready. The world ca»not )iate you ; 

but me it hateth, because I testify of it, that 
** the works thereof are eviL Go ye up unto this 
** feast ; I go not up yet unto this leAst } ftw? 
*• my time is not yet full come.'* When he bad 
said these words unto them, he abode stUl in 
Galilee- 

But when his brethren were gwie Pfece. 
up, then went be also up unto the J«f**^l««>- 
feast, not openly, but as it were in secret. 
Then the Jews sought hira at the feast, and 
said. Where is he? And thetiS was much mur- 
muring' among the people conceniing him: for

Now about the midst of the feast, Jesus 
went up into the temple, ?ind taught, ^nd 
the Jews marvelled, saying. How knoweth this 
man letters,'' having never learned ? Jesus an^ 
swered them, and said, '' My doctrine is not 
" mine, but his that sent me/ If any man 
** will do his will, he shall know of thQ doc-r 
*^ trine, whether it be of God, ovt^hether I 
^* speak of myself, He that gpeaketh of him- 
** self seeketh bis own glory ; but he that seek-^ 
eth his glory that sent him, the gaine is true, 
and no unrighteousness is in him, Pi4 not 
" Moses give you the law,"* and yet . none of 
*' you keepeth the law ? Why go ye jibouj. to 
** kill me ?'' the people answered and said, Thou 
hast a devil,* who goeth about to kill t^hee ? Je-t 
sus answered and said urjto them, " I have done 
t*.one work,^ and ye all marvel. JVjloses there- 
fore gave unto you circumcision; (notbe-» 
cause it is of Moses, but of the fathesrsj) and 
ye on the sabbath day circumcise.a raan.^ If 
a man on the sabbath day receive pipcumci- 
^' sion,!" that the laW of Moses should not be 
^* broken ; are ye angry at me, because I havq,

Then said some of them of Jerusalem, Is not 
this he, whom they seek to kill ? but, lo, he 
speaketh boldly, and they say nothing unto 
him. Do the rulers know indeed that this is 
the very Christ ? Howbeit, we know this man 
whence he is : but when Christ cometh, no man 
knoweth whence he is. Then cried Jesus in 
the temple, as he taught, saying, " Ye both 
*' know me, and ye know whence I am : and 
*' I am not come of myself, but he that sent 
*^ yne is true, whom ye know not. But I know 
him : for I am from him, and he hath sent 
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'' me " 



Then they sought to take him ; but no man 
laid hands on him, because his hour was not 
yet come. And many of the people believed 
on him, and said. When Christ cometh, will 
he do more miracles than these which this man 
hath done ? the Pharisees heard that the people 
murmured* such things concerning him ; and 
the Pharisees and the chief priests sent officers^ 
to take him. • . 

Then said Jesus unto them, *^ Yet a little 
**^ while am I with you, and then I go unto him. 
" that sent me. Ye shall seek me, and shall not 
'* find me : and where I am, thither ye cannot 
*' come.'' Then said the Jews among them-r 
selves. Whither will he go, that we shall not 
find him ? Will he go unto the dispersed among 
the Gentiles, and teach the Gentiles.'^ What 

* Whispered, 
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manner o/^ saying is this that h« said, *' Ye sliall 
*« t>Tek me, and shall not find me : and where I 
** am, thither ye cannot come ?" In the last day, 
tliat great dayi of the feast,* Jesus stood and 
cried, saying, " If any man thirst, let him come 
** unto me, and drink. He that believeth on 
*• mc, as the sciipfture hath said, out of his belly 
^ shall flow rivers of living water/^ (But this 
spake he of the Spirit, which they that believe 
on him should receive : for the Holy Ghost 
was not yet given ; because that Jesus was ixot 
yet glorified .y* 

Many of the people therefore, wheA they 
heard this saying, said, Of a truth this is the 
Prophet. Others said, This is the Christ. ]^t 
some said. Shall Christ come out of Galilee?'' 
hath not the scripture said. That Chiist cometh 
of the seed of David, and out of the town of 
Bethlehem,** where David was ? So, there was 
a division among the people because of him, 
iind some of them would have taken him; but 
no man laid hands on him. 

Then came the officers to the chief priests 
and Pharisees ; and they said unto them. Why 
have ye not brought him ? The officers answered, 
Never man spake like this man. Then an- 
swered them the Pharisees, Are ye , also de-

Nicodemti* 
saith unto them, (he that came to Jesus by 
night, being one of them,) Doth our law judge* 
dwy manjr before it hear him, and' know what 
he doeth ? they answered and said unto him, 
Art thou abo of Galilee ? search, and look : 
for out of G-alilee ariseth no prophet. And 
every mran went tmta his o\m house. J^'^'^* - 
And Jesus vreat unto the mount ouve*! 
of ©lives.

And early in the morning he came PJaec. 
again into the temple, and all the ^^w^' 
people came uhfo him : and, he sat ^^ 
down* and taught them. And the Scribes and 
I^harisees brought iinto him a woman taken ia 
adultery ; and when they had set her in the 
midst^ the}" say unto him. Master, this womaa 
was taken in adultery, in the very act. Now 
Moses in the law* commanded us, that sucE 
should be stoned : but what sayest thou ? This^ 
they said, te?mpting him, that they might have 
to accuse him. But Jesus stooped down, and 
with his finger wrote on the ground, as though 
he heard them not. So when: they continued 
asking him, he lifted up himself, and said unto 
them, ^^ He that is without sin among you, let 
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** him first cast a stone at her/* And again he 
stooped down, and wrote on tlie ground. And 
they which heard it^ being convicted by their 
own conscience, weot out one by one, begianing 
at the eldest, even unto the last: and Jesus was 
left ulone, and the woman standing in the 
midst- When Jesus had lifted up himself, and 
saw none but the woman, he said unto her,* 
** Woman, where are those thine accusere? 
** hath no man condemned thee ?'' she said* 
No man. Lord. And Jesus said unto her, 
** Neither do 1^ condemn thee : go, and sin no 
** more/'

Then spake Jesus again unto them, saying,. 
/* 1 am the light'of the world : he that fblloweth

unto him. Thou bearest record of thyself; thy 
Record is not true, Jesus answered and said 
unto' them, *'/rhough I bear record of myself, 
^ tjet rhy record is true : for I know whence I 
came, and whither I go; but ye cannot tell, 
whence I cortie, j^nd whither I go. Ye judge 
** after th0 flesh:' 1 judge no man. And yet 
if I judge, my judgment h true; for 1 am 
not alone, but I and the Father that sent me. 
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' Knpwing the sincerity of her repentance.

Then said Jesus again, 
unto them, " I go my ^ray, and ye shall seek 
** me, and shall die in your sins: whither I go^ 
** ye cannot come.*' Then said the Jews, Will 
** he kill himself? because he saith. Whither I 
go, ye cannot come. And he said unto them^

We be Abraham's .seed> and were never in 
bondage to any man : how gayest thou. Ye 
shall be made free? Jesus answered them, 
** Verily, verily, I say unto you, Whosoever 
•* committeth sin is the servant of sin. And the 
*' servant abideth not in the house for ever : but 
*' the Son abideth ever. If the Son therefore 
" shall make you free, ye shall be free indeed. 
" I know that ye are Abraham's seed ; but ye 
" seek to kill me, because my word hath no 
*' pla ce in you, I speak that whicJi I have seen 
*' with my Father : and ye do that which ye 
" have seen with your father." They answered 
and said unto him, Abraham is our. father. Je- 
sus saith unto them, '* If ye were Abraham's 
" children, ye would do the works of Abrahgim. 
'* But now ye seek to kill me, a man that hath 
*' told you the truth, which I ha.ve .heard of 
*' God ; this did not Abraham. Ye do the 
** deedis of your father." Then said they to 
him. We be not born of fornication :* we, have 
one Father, ex^cn God. Jesus said unto them, 
" If God were ypvirFather, ye would love^ roe: 
" for I proceeded forth and came from God; 

* I I?, of idQ}i«t?ir, 
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•* neither came I of myself, but he se»t me, 
•' Why do ye not understand my speech ? even 
^* because ye cannpt hear my word/ Ye are 
** oi your father the devil, and the lusts of your 
** farther ye will da. He was ^, murderer from 
^ Uve b^inaiing, and abode not in the truths 
'* because there is no truth in him. When he 
*^ Sjpeaketh % lie, he speakoth of his own : for 
** he is a liar, and the father of it/ And b^ 
eaftise I teH you. the truth, ye believe me not* 
Which of you convinceth me of sin ? and tf 
*' I say the truth, why do ye not believe me ?he 
'* that is of God heaieth God's word^ : ye there»- 
^' fore hear them not, because ye are not of 
^ God." 

Then answered the Jews, and said untoihin}> 
Say we not well that thou art a Samaritan^ an4 
hast a devil ?' Jesus answered, " I have not a 
•* devil ; but I honour my Father, and ye da 
*^ ^dishonour me. And I seek not mine owut 
*' glory: there is one that seeketh and judgeth* 
Verily, verily, I say unto you. If a man keep 
my ^ayiug^ he shall never see death*'"'* Then 
said the Jews unto him, Now we know thait 
thou hast a devil. Abraham is dead, and the 
prophets; and thou say eat, If a man keep my 
saying,, he shall never taste of death/ Ant 
thou greater than our father Abraham) "which 
k dead ? and the prophets are dead : whom 

makest thou thyself? Jesus answered, *^ if I

Ae. Therefore said they unto hiin. How were 
thine 'eyes opened ? He answered and said , A 
man that is called Jesufi made clay, and 
anointed . mine eyes, and said unto me. Go to 
the pool of Siloam,' and wash: and I went 
and washed, and I receiyed sight. Then said 
they unto him. Where is he ? He said, I know 
not; They bnomght to the Pharisees him that 
aforetinpe: was blind. .And it was the sabbath 
day when. ijesus made the day, aiid opened 
his.c^esr Then again thd Pharisees also asked 
him hoW'h/3 bad. received his sight.

. But the Jews did not believe conceroing him, 
that he had been blind, and received his sight, 
until they called the parents of him that had 
received his sight. And they asked tliem, say- 
ing, Is this your son, who ye say was born 
blind ? how then doth he now see ?^ His parents 
answered them and said. We know that this is 
our son, and that he was bom blind ; but by 
what means he now seeth, we know not ; or 
who hath opened his eyes, we know not : he is 
of age, ask him : he shall speak for himself. 
These words spake his parents, because they 
feared the Jews : for the Jews had agreed al- 
ready, that if any man did confess that he was 
Christ, he should be put out of the synagogue. 
Therefore said his parents. He is of age, ask 
him. 

Then again called they the man that was 
blind, and said unto Mm, Give God the praise -J 
we know that this man is a sinner* He answered 
and said^ Whether he be a sinner or no, I 
know not : one thing I know, that, whereas I 
was blind, now I see« Then said they to him 
again, What did he to thee? how opened he 
thine eyes^? He answered them, I have told 
you already, and ye did not hear : wherefore

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would ye hear tV again ? wiil:ye also be his disci- 
pies ? Then they reviled him, and said, Thoti 
brt his disciple; but we are Moses' disciples* 
We know that God spake unto Moses: a»fw 
this/e//b22?, we know not from whence he is. 
The man answered and said unto them, Why 
herein is a marvellous thing, that ye know 
not from whence he is, and ytt he hath opened 
mine eyes. Now we know that God heareth 
not sinners : but if any man be a worshipper of 
God, and doeth his will, him he heareth% Since 
the world began was it not heard that any man 
opened the eyes of one that was born blind. 
If this man were not of God, he could do no« 
thing. They answered and said unto him^ 
Thou wast altogether bom in sins^ and dost 
thoii teach us ? And they cast him out/ 

Jesus heard that they had cast him out ; and 
when he had found him, he said unto him, 
•* Dost thou believe on the Son of God.P' He 
answered and said. Who is he, Lord, that I 
tnight believe on him?: And JesUs said unto 
him, :** Thou hast both seen him> and it is he 
** tktt Ijalketh with thee." And he said, Lord» 
I believe. ' And he worshipped him. And Je- 
sus said^ ^^ For judgment I am come into this 
" world* that they wthich see not might see ; 
"and that they which see might be made 

"blind.^^ 

Aiidi ^ome of the Pharisees which were with 
him heard these words, atid said unto him, Ar^ 
we bjind also ? Jesus said unto them^ " If ye

And he spake this parable Uhto them, say- 
ing/ ** T^ hat man of you, haviiig ah hundred

^^ dom of God is within you/' And he said 
unto the disciples, " The days will come, when 
'** ye shall desire to see one. of the days of the

Now a certain man wa& sick^ named Lazarus^ 
of Bethany, the tawn of Mary and her sister 
Martha.^ (It was that Mary which anointed 
the Lord with ointment, and wiped his feet 
with her hair, whose brother Lazarus was sick.) 
Tliierefore his sisters sent unto liim, sayings 
Lord, behold, he whom thou lovest is sick. 
When Jesus heard ^A^^^ he said, "This sickness 
" is not unto death, but for the glory of God* 
" that the Son of God might be glorifieci 
^* thereby/' Now Jesus loved Martha, anct 
her sister, and Lazarus. When he had heard 
therefore that he was sick, he a.bode two days 
still in the same place where he was. Then, 
after that saith he to Ai5 disciples, ^* Let us go 
** into Judea again.'' His disciples say unto 
him, Master, the Jews of late sought to stone 
thee ; and goest thou thither again ? Jesus 
answered, " Are there not twelve hours in the 
" day? if any man walk in the day,* \xe 
" stumbleth not, because he seeth the light of 
*' this world. But if a man walk in tlie night, 
" he stumbleth, because there is no light in 
** him." These things said he : and after that 
he saith unto them, *^ Our friend Lazarus 
•* sleepeth ; but I go, that 1 may awake him 
" out of sleep." Then^ said his disciples, Lor4t 
if he sleep, he shall do well. Howbeit Jesus 
spake of his death : but they thought that he

fort them concerning their brother. Then 
Martha, as soon as she heard that Jesus was 
corning, went and met him: but Mary sat 
still in the house. Then said Martha unto 
Jesus, Lord, if thou hadst been here, my 
brother had not died. But I know, that even 
now, whatsoever thou wilt ask of God, God 
will give it thee. Jesus saith unto her, " Thy 
" brother shall rise again/' Martha saith unto 
him, I know that he shall rise again in the 
resurrectipn at the last day. Jesus said unto 
her, ** I am the resurrection, and the life:" he 
** that believeth in me, though he were dead, 
" yet shall he live : and whosoever liveth and 
*' believeth in me shall never die. Believest 
" thou this?" She saith unto him. Yea, Lord: 
I believe that thou art the Christ, the Son of 
God, which should come into the world.

was come where Jesus was, and saw him, she 
fell down' at hi^ feet, sayings unto. him. Lord, 
if thou hadst been here, my brother ha^ not 
died. When Jeaus therefore saw her weeping, 
and the Jews also weeping which came with 
her, he groaned in the spirit, and was troubled, 
and said, ** Where have ye laid him ?'" they 
said uQto him. Lord, come and see. Jesus 
wept. Then . said the Jews, Behold how he 
loved him ! and some of them said. Could not 
this man, which opened the eyes of the blind, 
have caused that even this man. should not 
have died ? Jesus therefore again groaning in 
himself, coipeth to the grave* It was a cave^ 
and a stone lay upon it. Jesus said, " Take 
*' ye aAv:ay the stone." Martha, th^ sister of 
him that was dead, saith unto him, , Lord, . by 
thJ3 tipe he stinketh : for he hath' been dead 
four days. Jesus saith unto her, f* Said I not 
.*^ unto. th?e, that, if thou wouldest believe, 
*^ thou shouldest see the glory of God ?''* Theu 
they took, away the stone from theplaci whei:<^ 

' p/Ly miraculous power.. 
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tl!ke' dead 'was laid. And Jesus lifted tip kh 
eyefei' Andr* said, *' Father, I thank tl>ee th^t 
^ tho» hast heard me^ And I knew that thon 
^* hfcarest me always : but because of the people 
^ which stand by I said »V, that they may believe? 
^^ thaft thiiwii hast sent me»^ And when he 
thu*^ h€ui< dpoken, he cried with a loud voice, 
^f j^tfzdrus, come forth/' And he tha* was dead 
^ttie 'forth> bound: hand and foot with grave- 
clothes : and his face was binind abaut witb a 
napkin. Jesus saith unto tliein> ^^ Loose him^ 
*^ and let him go/' 

Then many of the Jews which came to Mary, 
and had seen the things^ which Jesua did, 
believed on hin». But some of them went their 
ways to tlie Pha5i9ees> and told tkem what 
things Jesus had donte^. Then gathered the 
chief priests aad the Pharisees a council, and 
said, • What do we ? for this man doetb many 
miracles. If we let hiin thus alone> all men 
will believe on kirn : and the Romans shall 
come and take away both our place* and na^ 
tion. And one of them, named Ciftiaphas, 
teeing the high priest that same year, said ui>to 
them. Ye know nothing at all, nor consider 
that) it is expedient for us^ that one man should 
die ibr t^* people, and that the whole nation 
|>eri4h not And this spake he not of him- 
setf : but being high priest that year; he pro- 
phesied that Jesus should die fen that nation; 
arid not for^ that nation ©hly, but that also he 
should gather together in one the cfeildren of 
God that 5vere scattered abroad. Then ftcmk 
that day forth they took counsel together for

His disciples say unto him. If the case of the

marry. But he said unto them, " All men 
•* cannot receive this saying, save Ihe^ to whom

Good Master, what 
fifhall I do thai I may inlierit eternal Jife ? find 
Jesus said unto him, ** Why callesi thou ftie 
*^ good ? ' there is none good but one, that is^ 
** God, • But if thou wilt enter into life, keep 
** the commandments/' He saith unto him^ 
Which ? Jesus said, ^ Thou shalt do no murder; 
** Thou nhalt not commit adultery, I'hou shalt 
*^ not steal, Thou shalt not bear fal^e witness^ 
** Honour' thy father and tht/ mother: arid,'

The young man saith unto him, All these 
things have I kept from my youth up, what

This h 
Jesus the prophet of Nazareth of Galilee. And 
the blind and the lame came to him in the 
temple ; and he healed them. And when the 
chief Priests and Scribes saw the wonderful 
things that he did, and the children crying m 
the temple, and saying, Hosanna to the son 
of David ; they were sore displeased, and said 
unto him, Hearest thou what these say ? And 
Jesus saith unto them, **; Yea ; have ye never 
" read,^ Out of the mouth of babes and suck- 
*' lings thou hast perfected praise ?" 

And there were certain Greeks'" among thenfi 
that came up to worship at the feast: the 
same came therefore to Philip which was of 
Bethsaida of Galilee, and desired him, saying. 
Sir, we would see Jesus. Philip comeih,: and 
telleth Andrew : and again Andrew and Phili]^ 
tell Jesus. And Jesus answered them, saying, 
••The hour is come,, that the Son of man

(This he said, signifying what 
death he should die*^) The people answered 
hiiiij We have heard out of the- law that Christ 
abideth for ever:' and how sayest thou, The 
Son of man xt^nn^ be lifted up? who is this 
Son of .man? Then Jesus said unto them, 
^* Ye\ a little while: is, the light with you.

Therefore 
they could not believe, because that Esaias 
said again,^ He hath blinded their eyes, and 
hardened their heart ; that they should not see 
with their eyes, nor understand with their 
heart, and be converted, and I should heal 
them. These things, said Esaias, when he saw 
his glory, and spake of him. Nevertheless 
among the chief rulers also many believed on 
him ; but because of the Pharisees they did 
not confess him^ lest they should be put out of 
the synagogue; fcf they loved the praise gl* 
men more thaa the praise of God. - 

Jesus cried and said, '* He that Place. • 
" beiieveth on me, believeth not pn Jerusalem. 
" me*" but on him that sent me. And he that 
" seeth me seeth him that sent me. I am 

come" a light into the world, that whosoever

And they come again to Jerusalem \ as he 
taught the people in the temple, and preached' 
the gospel, there come to him the chief Priests, 
and the Scribes, and the Elders, and ssiy untq 
liipi, By wjiat authority doest thou these 
things? and who gave thee this authority to 
do these things ? And Jesus answered and said 
unto them, '* I will also ask of you one 
^' question^ and answer me, and I will tell 
^* you by what authority I do these things- 
** The baptism of John, was H from heaven, or 
" of men ? answer tne/' And they reasoned 
with themselves, saying. If we shall say. From 
heaven : he will say, Why then did ye not 
believe him? But if we shall say. Of men j 
they feared the people : for all men counted 
John, that he was a prophet indeed. And 
they answered and said unto Jesus, We cannot 
tell.

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And V Jesus answered and spake unto them 
again by parables, and said/ " The kingdom

^' the wxdding: and they would not peine. 
*' Again, he sent forth other servants, saying, 
■ * Tell them which are bidden, Behold, I have 
'' prepared my dinner: my oxen and my fat-* 
*' lings are killed, and all things are ready : 
" come unto the marriage. But they made 
** light of f/, and went their ways, one to his 
** farm, another to his merchandise : And the 
^^ remnant took his servants, and entreated

Jesus questions 
the Pharisees. 

Tnk'pi went the Pharisees, and took counsel 
how th^y might entangle him in his talk. And 
ihcy sietit out unto him their disciples with the 
Herbdiahs, that they might take hold of his 
words,, that so they might deliver him unto the 
power arid authority of the governor. And^ 
they Asked him, saying. Master, we know that 
thou art true, and teachest the way of God in 
truth, neither carest thou for any man; for 
thou regardest not the person of men. Tell us 
thercifcre. What thinfcest thou ? is it lawful to 

- *• EV^y one that ^nme to a marriA^e feast was expected to 
appie^r in a handsome diess, 'frequently a white robe, [f he 
were a stranger^ or unable to provide one, the master of the 
feast furnished it.

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give tribute unto Cesdr/ or not ? But Jesus 
perceived th^ir wickedness, and said, " Why 
" tempt ye me,- ye hypocrites? shew me the 
" tribute-money/' And they brought unto 
hirti a penny »^ And he saith unto them; 
" Whose is this image and superscription ?'' 
They say unto hitti, Cesar's/ Then saith he 
unto theni, *' Render therefore unto Cesar 
" the things which are Cesar's ;** and unto God 
" the things that are God's/' And they could 
not take hold of his words before the people : 
and they marvelled at his answer, and held 
their peace, and left him, and went their 
way. 

The same day came to him the Sadducees; 
which say that there is no resurrection, and 
asked him, saying. Master, Moses said,* If a 
man die, having no children, his brother shall 
marry his wife^ And raise up seed utito his 
brother. Now there were with us seven 
brethren : and the first, ^hen he had married 
a wife, deceased, and, having no issue, left his 
wife unto his brother. Likewise the second 
also, and the third, unto the seventh. And 
last of all the woman died also. Therefore in 
the resurrection whose wife shall she be of the 
seven ? for they all had her. Jesus answered 
fi^nd said unto them, '* Ye do err, not knowing

unto the angels; and are the children of 
♦* God, being the children of the resurrection, 
** And as touching the dead, that they rise : 
** have ve not read in the book of Moses, how 
♦' in the bush God spake unto him, spying, I 
** am the God of Abraham, and the God of 
** Isaac, and the God of Jacob ? He is not the 
** God of the dead^ but the God of the living : 
^' ye therefore do greatly err/** And when the 
multitude heard ihis^ they \veve &stonif$hed at

But when the Pharisees had heard that he 
had put the Sadducees to ^ silence, they were 
gathered together. Then one of th6m, which 
iEJ^75 a lawyer, anked ^kim a question, tempting 
himy and saying, Master, which is the first 
€X)mmandment of all ? And Jesus ans^wered 
him, *^ The -first of alj the commandments* is, 
•^ Hear, O Israel ; The Lord out God is one 
*^ Lord ; and thou shalt love the Lord thy God 
•* with all thy heart, aiid witlvftll »hy soul, and 
*' with all thy mind, and with all thy strength : 
" this is the first commandment. Aijd the 
•^ second fs like/ rtamely this. Thou shatt love 

^ Christ infers a general, resurrection. Aithough the bodies 
of Al^f'ahamj isaap^ nndJacQb^ have long been, in their gmves^ 
yet their souls had survived^ ftud \c^m «^t that moment in 
existence. £xod. iii. 0*.

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** thy neighbour aS thyself/ On these two 
** commandments hang all the law and the 
•' prophets/"* And the Scribe said unto him. 
Well, Master, thoU hast s^id the truth: for 
there is one God ; and there is none other bat 
he: and to love him with all the heart, and 
with all the understanding, and with all the 
soul, and with all the strength, and to love his 
neighbour as himself, is more than all whole 
burnt offerings and sacrifices. And when Jesus 
saw that he answered discreetly, he said imto 
him, ** Thou art not far from the kingdom of 
*• God/'^ 

While the Pharisees were gathered togethert 
Jesus asked theni, saying, *' What think ye of 
" Christ? whose son is he?** They say unto 
him, The son of David. He saith unto them, 
How then doth David in spirit call him Lord, 
saying. The Lord said unto my Lord, Sit 
thou on my right hand, till I make thine 
** enemies thy footstool P"^ if David then cali 
" him Lord, how is he his son ?"' And no man 
w^as able to answer him a word, neither durst 
any man from that day forth ask him any mdre 
questions.

** fingers. But all their works they do for to 
** be seen of men : they make broad their phy- 
^* lacteries,'* and enlarge the borders*" of their 
** garments, and love the uppermost rooms at 
** feasts, and the chief seats in the synagogues, 
and greetings in the markets, and to b^ called 
of men. Rabbi, Rabbi. But be ye not called 
" Rabbi : for one is your Master, even Christ ; 
and all ye are brethren. Apd call no wan

And he 
sent Peter and John, saying, *• Go ye into the 
city, and there shall meet you a man bear- 
ing a pitcher of water: follow him. And 
wheresoever he shall go in, say ye to the 
good man of the house, The Master saith. 
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* The Passover was one of the most solemn and sacred 
feasts of the Jews. It was so called in memory of the deli- 
verance of the Jews from Egyptian bondage^ at which time 
the destroying angel^ when he put to death the first born of 
the Egyptians, passed over the houses of the Israelites, which 
were all marked with the blood of the lamb that had been 
killed and eaten the evening before in every Hebrew bonse/ 
and was therefore called the Paschal Lamb. 
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Where is the guest-chamber/ where I shall 
eat the passover with my disciples? And 
he will shew you a large upper room ^ fur- 

" nished and prepared : there make ready 

'' for us/' 

And his disciples went forth^ and came into 

the city, and found as he had said unto them :

he rose up from prayer, and was come to his 
disciples, he found them sleeping for sorrow. 
And he saith unto Peter, " .What, could ye not 
** watch with me one hour ? watch and pray, 
" that ye enter not into temptation : the spirit 
" indeed is willing, but the flesh is weak/' He 
went away again the second time, and pVayed, 
saying, ^* O my Father, if this cup may not 
" pass away from me, except I drink it, thy 
" will be done.'' And he came and found 
them asleep again : for their eyes were heavy : 
neither wist they what to answer. And he left

Then cometh he to his disciples, 
and saith unto them, '* Sleep on now, and 
" take your rest : behold, the hour is at hand, 
" and the Son of man is betrayed into the 
^* hands of sinners. Rise, let us be going : 
behold, he is at hand that doth betray

And while he yet spake, lo, Judas, (which 
betrayed him, for he knew the place ; for Jesus 
oft-times resorted thither with his disciples,) 
one of the twelve, came, and with him a great 
multitude with lanterns and torches, and 
swords and staves, from the chief priests and 
elders of the people. Jesus therefore, knowing 
all things that should come upon him, went 
forth, and said unto them, " Whom seek ye r^' 
They answered him, Jesus of Nazareth. Jesus 
saith unto them, ** I am he/' And Judas also", 
which betrayed him, stood with them. As 
soon then as he had said unto them, '^ I am 
" Ae," they went backward,^ and fell to tho

Je^us answered, •• I hare told you that I am 
he : if therefore ye seek me, let these go 
their tray:''' that the saying might be ful- 
fil]ed> which he spake,^ '* Of them which thou 
^^ gavest me have I lost none/' Now he that 
betrayed him gave them a sign, saying, Whom- 
soever! shall kiss/ that same is he : hold him 
fast. And forthwith he came to Jesus, and 
said, Hail, Master; and kissed him. And 
Jesus said unto him, " Judas, betray est thou 
** the Son of man with a kiss ?'' Then the band, 
and the captain^ and officers of the Jews, took 
Jesus, and bound him. 

When they which were about him saw what 
would ^Uow, they said unto him, Lord, shall 
we smite with the sword ? Then Simon Peter 
having a sword drew it, and smote the high 
priest's servant, and cut off his right ear. The 
servant's name was Malchus. Then said Jesu^ 
unto Peter, ** Put up thy sword into the 
" sheath : for all they that take the sword shall 
perish with the sword.** Thinkest thou that 
I cannot now pray to my Father, and he 
^' shall presently give me more than twelve 
" legions of angels ? but how then shall the 
** scriptures be fulfilled, that thus it must be ?'' 
vkI he touched Makhus ear, and healed 
him.

Jesus answered 
him, '' I spake openly to the world ; I ever

" whither the Jews always resort; and in secret 
*^ have I said nothing/ Why askest thou me ? 
** ask them which heard me, what I have said 
** unto them ; behold, they know what I said/' 
And when he had thus spoken, one of the 
officers which stood by struck Jesus with the 
palm of his hand, saying, Answerest thou the 
high priest so ? Jesus answered him, " If I 
*' have spoken evil, bear witness of the evil : 
" but if well, Avhy smitest thou me V'^ 

And as soon as it was day, the pujce. 
elders of the people and the chief The judgment 
priests and the scribes came toge- *?^ ^^ }^^ 
ther, and led him into their council. ^^^{ prfesu'. 
And the chief priests and all the elders, and' 
council sought for witness against scribes. 
Jesus to put him to death ; and found none* 
For many bare false witness against him, but 
their witness agreed not together. 

And there arose certain, and bare false 
witness against him, saying. We heard him say, 
I will destroy this temple that is made with

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hands/ and within three days I will build 
another made without hands. But neither so 
did their witness agree together. And the 
high priest stood up in the midst^ and asked 
Jesus, saying, Answerest thou nothing ? what 
is it which these witness against thee ? but he 
held his peace, and answered nothing. Again 
the high priest asked him, and said unto him, 
I adjure thee by the living God,^ that thou tell 
us whether thou be the Christ, the Son of God. 
Jesus saith unto him, " I am : and ye shall 
** see the Son of man sitting on the right band 
" of power, and coming in the clouds of 
^* heaven.''" Then said they all, Art thou then 
the Son of God ? And he said unto them, " Ye 
** say that I am.'"* Then the high priest rent 
his clothes,"" saying. He hath spoken blasphemy; 
what further need have we of witnesses ? be- 
hold, now ye have heard his blasphemy. What 
think ye? They answered and j^aid, He is 
guilty of death.

Whbn the morning was come, all the chief 
priests and elders of the people took counsel 
against Jesus to put him to death : and when 
they had bound him, they led him Place, 
away from Caiaphas unto the hall The Judg- 
of judgment : and delivered him to '^%^^: ""^ 
Pontius Pilate the governor. And 
they themselves went not into the judgment- 
hall, lest they should be defiled ;* but that they 
might eat the passover. Pilate then went out 
unto them, and said, What accusation bring 
ye against this man ? They answered and said 
tmto him. If he were not a malefactor, we 
would not have delivered him up unto thee. 
Then said Pilate unto them. Take ye him, and 
judge him according to your law.*' The Jews 
therefore said unto him. It is not lawful for us 
to put any man to death. That the saying of 
Jesu^ might be fulfilledj which he spake,

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signifying' what death he should die. And 
they began to accuse him, saying. We found 
this fellow perverting the nation, and forbid- 
ding to give tribute to Cesar,** saying that he 
himself is Christ a king. Then Pilate entered 
into the judgment-hall ^gain, and called Jesus, 
and said unto him. Art thou the King of the 
Jews ? Jesus answered him, " Sayest thou this 
" thing of thyself, or did others tell it thee of 
** me ?"' Pilate answered. Am I a Jew ?*" thine 
own nation and the chief priests have delivered 
thee unto me : what hast thou done ? Jesus 
answered, " My kingdom is not of this world : 
*^ if my kingdom were of this world, then 
" would my servants fight, that I should not 
*' be delivered to the Jews : but now is my 
** kingdom not from hence." Pilate therefore 
said unto him. Art thou a king then ? Jesus 
answered, *' Thou sayest that I am a king."* 
" To this end was I born, and for this cause

' When Pilate heard of Galilee, he piace. ' 
asked whether the man were a Ga- Herod's pa-» 
lilean. And as soon as he knew that '*^^- 
he belonged unto Herod's jurisdiction, he sent 
•him to Herod, who himself also was at Jeru- 
salem at that time. And when Herod saw 
Jesus, he was exceeding glad: for he was 
desirous to see him of a long season^ because 
he had heard many things of him ; and he 
hoped to have seen some miracle done by him. 
Then he questioned with him in many words ; 
hut he answered him nothing. And t4ie chief 
priests and scribes stood and vehemently ac* 
cused him. And Herod with his men of war^ 
set him at nought, and mocked Aiwi, atid 
arrayed him in a gorgeous robe, and i5ent him 
again to Pilate. And the same day Pilate and 
Herod were made friends together : for before 
they were at enmity between themselves.

And Pilate, when he had called piace. 
together the chief priests, and the TheJudg^ 

rulers, and . the people, ^aid Unto '^^p^^^'^ ^^ 
them. Ye have brought this man 
imto me, aa one that perverteth the people : 
and, behold, I» having examined him before 
you, have found VkO fault in this man toijchiiig 
those things whereof ye accuse him : »o, nor 
yet HCTod: for I $ent you to him; a«d, lo, 
nothing worthy of death is don^ unto him/ 
I will thexefore chastise him,\ and release 
hitKL 

Now at that feast the governor was woxat to 
release unto the people a prisoner, whom they 
w<Nu}d* And there ^vm one named Barabbas, 
vAicb lay bound with them that had Qiade in- 
Murrection with him, who had committed 
murder in the imrarrectioa. And tliQ multitude 
crying aloud began to desire him .to do Vi^ he 
had ever done unto tbem« But Pilate ans^wered 
tibem, sayings Whom will ye that I Teteafe unto 
you ? Bara^HhaSyOr Jq^ub which 'i& called Qhrot ? 
For he knew that for envy th^y had delivered 
him. When he was set down on the judgment- 
seat, his wife sent unto hina, saying, Have 
thou nothing to do with that just man : for I 
have suffered many things this day in a dream 
because of him. But the chief priests and 
elders persuaded the multitude that they should

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ask Barabbas,* and destroy Jesus. The* go- 
vernor answered and said unto theni, Whether 
of die twain will ye that I release unto you ? 
They said, Barabbas. Pilate saith unto them. 
What shall I do then with Jesus, which is 
called Ghrist* /But they cried, saying, Crucify 
him^ crucify him. And he said unto them the 
third time. Why, what evil hath he done ? I 
have fouikd no cause- of death in him : I will 
therefore chastise him, and let him go. And 
they cried out the more exceedingly, Crucify 
him. 



136. . Pilate, having scourged Jesus^ and repeated 
his attempts to release him, delivers him t0 
the clammrs of the Jews. The soldiers 
insult Jesus, arid lead him away to crucify 
him.

TnjiN Pilate therefore took Jesus, and 
scourged him.^ And the soldiers of the governor 
took Jesus into the common hall, and gathered 
unto him the whole band of soldiers. And they 
stripped him, and put on him a scarlet robe/ 
And when they had platted a crown of thornSj 
they put it upon his head, and a reed in his 
right hand : and they bowed the knee before 
him, and mocked him, saying. Hail, king of 
the Jews ! And they spit upon him, and took 
the reed and smote him on the head. Pilate

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thereforfe went forth again, and saith unto 
them, fiehold I bring hini forth to you, that 
ye may know tiiat 1 find no fault in him. 
Then came Jesus forth, wearing the crown of 
thorns, and the purple robe. And Pilate saith 
unto them. Behold the man ! * When the chief 
priests therefore and officers saw him, they 
cried out, saying. Crucify hirhy crucify him. 
Pilate saith unto them, Take ye him, and 
crucify him : for I find no fault in him. The 
Jews answered him, We have a law\ and by 
our law he ought to die, because he made 
himself the Son of God. 

When Pilate therefore heard that saying, he 
was the more afraid :*" and went again into the 
judgment-hall, and saith unto Jesus, Whence 
art thou? But Jesus gave him no answer. 
Then saith Pilate unto him, Speakest thou not 
unto me ? knowest thou not that I have power 
to crucify thee, and have power to release 
thee.'^ Jesus answered, " Thou couldest have 
no power at all against me, except it were 
given thee from above:"* therefore he that 
** delivered me unto thee hath the greater sin.'' 
And from thenceforth Pilate sought to release 
him : but the Jews cried out, saying. If thou 
let this man go, thou art not Cesar's friend : 
whosoever maketb himself a king, speaketh 
against Cesar. 

■ Look at the man, sorely he is not able to give uneasiness 
to the Roman Emperor, for my part I entirely acquit him of 
the crime imputed to bim.

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When Pilate therefore heard that Place, 
saying, he brought Jesus forth, and JJ^Jj^,^^^^^^ 
sat down in the judgment-seat in a place called 
place that is called the Pavement, the Pave- 
but in the Hebrew, Gabbatha*. And °*°^- 
it was the preparation** of the passover, and 
about the sixth hour i"" and he saith unto the 
Jews, Behold your King ! But they cried out. 
Away with hinij away with him; crucify him. 
Pilate saith unto them. Shall I crucify your 
King ?** The chief priests answered. We have 
no king but Cesar. 

When Pilate saw that he could prevail no- 
thing, but that rather a tumult was made, he 
took water, and washed his hands'* before the 
multitude, saying, I am innocent of the blood 
of this just person : see ye to it. Then answered 
all the people and said, His blood be on us, 
and on our children/ Then released he unto 
them, him that for sedition and murder was 
cast into prison, whom they had desired ; but 
he delivered Jesus to their will. And after 
that they had mocked him, they took the robe 
off from him, and put his own raiment on him, 
and led him away to crucify him.

the treasury, because it is the price of blood* 
And they took counsel, and bought with them 
the potter's field, to bury strangers in. Where- 
fore that field was called. The field of blood, 
imto this day. Then wa^ fulfilled that which 
was spoken by Jeremy"" the prophet, spying. 
And they took the thirty pieces of silver, th« 
price of him that was valued, whom they of 
Ihe children of Israel did value; and gave 
them for the potter's field, as the Lord ap- 
pointed me.

Akd as they led him away, they Place, 
laid hold upon one Simon, a C5yre-^^^*f 
nian, who passed by, coming out of hau and 
the country, the father of Alexander Moiint Cal- 
and Rufus,* and on him they laid the ^*^y- 
cross,^ that he might bear it after Jesus. And 
there followed him a great company of people, 
and of women, which also bewailed and 
lamented him. But Jesus turning unto them 
said, " Daughters of Jerusalem, weep not for 
** me, but weep for yourselves and for your 
" children. For, behold, the days are comings 
*^ in the which they shall say. Blessed are the 
" barren, and the wombs that never bare, aad 
the paps which never gave suck. Then shall 
they begin to say to the mountains, Fall on 
** us ; and to the hills, Cover us. For if they 
do these things in a green tree, what shall 
be done in the dry ?''^ And there were also 
two other malefactors led with him to be put 
to death.

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place called Golgotha, that is to Place, 
say, A place of a skull, they gave ^^^^ 
him vinegar to dnnk mingled with 
gall : " and when he had tasted thereof ^ he would 
not drink.

cross, till he expired. 

And the soldiers crucified him, and took 
his garments, and made four parts, to every 
soldier a part; and also his coat:** now the 
coat was without seam, woven from the top 
throughout. They said therefore among them- 
selves. Let us not rend it, but cast lots for it, 
whose it shall be : that the scripture might be 
fulfilled,' which saith, They parted my raiment 
among them, and for my vesture they did cast 
lots. These things therefore the soldiers did.

Then 
said Jesus, " Father, forgive them ; for they 
" know not what they do."" And they parted his 
raiment, and cast lots. And the people stood 
beholding. And they that passed by reviled 
him, wagging their heads, and saying.

The fobm of the sepulchre merits our consideration ; 
without a general idea or which^ the things that are related 
of the women at it^ and the appearances of the anjgels to 
tbem^ cannot be distinctly understood. 

The Rabbins prescribe that a Hebrew sepulchre sbonld 
have a court before it^ through, which you fi|ie to pais to the 
door that leads into the cave^ or proper place of sepulture. 
They direct the court to be madle six cubits^ or nme feet 
square. 

There is an area or portico of the prescribed dimensions^ 
before that which is now called the holy sepnlchre; and 
which seems not ill entitled to the name which it basso long 
borne. For though in the reign of the Emperor Adrian the 
sepulchre of Christ was buriea under a vast mount of earthy 
and on this mount was set up an olgect of Pagan we^ip in 
despite to the Christians ; yet the place waa pointed oat to 
them by these very ensigns of idolatry standing over it : and 
when this mountain of earthy with all raat had been 
erected over it, was^ about two centuries after^ cleared away 
by order of CoBstantina the Grent, then, as £usebiuft ex-? 
presses it, '^ the cave^ the holy of holies, obtained a simili* 
'^ tude of our Saviour's resurrection/' which words allude not 
only to t)ie burial and resurrection of the blessed body that 
had lain in this sepulchre, but also to the form of the Jewish 
sanctuary. For the tide of holy of holi^ fiv«i to the cave 
imports, that it had a holy place before it, and was divided 
in two like the sanctuary* It is therefore ap indirect testi- 
mony of Eusebius, a native of Palestine, where he lived 
many years, coucermng the platform of our Lord^s se- 
pulchre. 

A magnificent temple was then bniltover it ( and much of 
the rock without was cut away, to make room for decorations 
around; as 'is related by Cyril of Jerusalem, who bad been 
deacon under Macarius; in the time of whose episcopate 
the decorations were made. The inside of the citve ia cased 
with marble ; and a marble table is placed over the part 
where the body of Christ is supposed to have lien. The 
tablci raised above three feet from the ground, extends the 
whole length of the cave^ and takes up full half of its 
breadth, it is now used as an altar; and its width would 
make it necessaryto protect one end of it by contracting the 
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V 

back the stone from the door, arid sat upon it- 
His countenance was like lightning, and his 

3ide of the door-way upon which it abutted. This entrance 
seems to have been originally a square aperture of three feet, 
and in the middle of the division between the cave and por- 
tico. It is now but two feet wide, and nearer to one side 
than the otiier. Possibly this ^so was done while Macarius 

was bishop. 

Since that tinie the city of Jerusalem, and the temple of 
the holy sepulchre have undergone various fates. '^ Yet, not- 
withstanding these changes and revolutions, it is highly pro- 
bable that a faithful tradition has always been preserved 
of the several places that- were consecrated, as it were by 
some Remarkable transaction relating to our Saviour and 
his apostles.'' 

And if the sepuTchre of Christ was found in the cftiys of 
Constantine, no local memorial of him seems to have had a 
fairer chance of not being lost ever since. The temple built 
Qver it may have been laid in ruins ; but the sepulchre had 
^till its signatures, by which it might be discovered within the 
compass of those ruins. 

We have read what Eusebius intimates concerning our 
iiOrd's sepulchre : let us now examine .the form of -it by the 
Evangelists. St. Matthew tells us that the angel *' rolled 
'' back the stone from the door and sat upon it." St. Mark, 
that the women saw this angel, or ^M'oung man clothed in a 
** long white garment/' sitting on the right side. But they did 
not perceive him till they were entered into the sepulchre. 
He bad therefore not rolled the stone out of it, but to one 
side of it : yet he had rolled it from the door. The door 
therefore was in a partition that divided the sepulchre in two ; 
and the whole of the inward division was not visible to those 
who stood in the outer. The angel said to the women, 
" Come, see the plac^ where the Lord lay." They were 
therefore standing where they did not command a sight of 
that place : yet they were within the sepulchre ; for as soon 
as be had finished bis speech to them, ''they went out 
''quickly and fled from toe sepulchre." So St. Mark says; 
and so also St. Matthew rightly understood. For his words, 
" they departed c^uickly !toax the sepulchre," mean evidently 
They depsurted quickly out of the sepolchre ; as the same 
mode gf expresaipn is translated in other passages. 

Thus the real, as the reputed, sepulcnre consisted of i^ 
place of sepulture, and an inclosed court or area ; as did 
•ften the sepulchres of the Greeks. 
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raiinent white as snow : and for fear of him 
the keepers' did shake^ and became as dead 
men. 

And they said among tbemsielves, Who shall 
roll us away the stone from the door of the 
sepulchre ? And when they looked, they saw 
that the stone was rolled away : for it was very 
great. And eptering into the sepulchre, they 
saw a young man sitting on the right side^ 

clothed in a long \*^hite garment;. and they

Th€f sepulchre is called in the original Mnema, or Mne- 
ineion by all the Evangelists. But St. Matthew has besides 
another word on this occasion^ in the Greek Taphos. And 
his use of this word carries such marks of discrimination ; 
and he is so little apt to deal in a variety of terras, when one 
will precisely answer his intent; that 'it may justly be con- 
cluded he here employs two, because one of them does some- 
times express his meaning more exactly than the other, and 
that they are distinct in his acceptation of them, as much* 
as with us a church and its chancel. What was in the Ta- 
phos was within the Mnemeion : but what was in the Mne- 
meion was not therefore within the Taphos. The Jewish 
ruler*, who would take what they judged the most certain 
measures to retain the body of Christ in their possession, re- 
quested a guard for the Taphos. Tlie Taphos they secured 
by sealing the stone. The two Maries sat over against the 
Taphos on Friday evening. The wcJmen went to visit the 
Ta|)hos, as the great object of their care early' on Sunday 
morning. In this therefore the body had been laid. But 
because they had not been in it when they saw the angel, 
and as soon as be had done speaking to them fled away, they 
are said to have " departed quickly out of the Mnemeion.'* 
Kow if the two words are of different application in St.' 
Matthew, it is plain there was a diffidence in the places to 
which they are applied. And this may be added to the 
proofs, that the sepulchre was divided into two parts, of 
which the outer and the inner were not made for the same 
.purpose.

not lying with the linen clothes, but wrapped 
together' in a place by itself. Then went in 
also that other disciple, which came first to 
the sepulchre, and he saw, and believed.** For 
as yet they knew not the scripture,*" that he 
must rise again from the dead.

* It may be said, if we divide the women into two parties, 
it is not easy to apprehend how they could have been at the 
sepulchre, without any sight of each other; since all the 
Evangelists assign nearly the same time for their coming 
thither. 

It is to be remembered, that the word used by the Evan- 
gelists bears the sense of going as well as coming; and here 
means, as hath been clearly proved, the time when the women 
went from their several homes ; in which case there is no 
such difficulty in conceiving the means that may have kept 
the two parties asunder, as long as we suppose it requisite. 

Let us but consider the situation of certain places in Jeru- 
salem, and we shall find it not only possible, but probable, 
that these things should have fallen out as they have been 
stated ; and indeed that they could not well have happened 
otherwise ; if we may rely on a MAP of that city, not of 
arbitrary construction, but compiled from antient docu- 
ments. 

The places here set down have their names affixed, all but 
a few houses near the Dung-gate; which, to keep them 
distinct from the rest of the map, have only numeral 
figures* 

No. 1 , Is the house of Zebedee, once a collegiate church, 
now a Turkish mosque. 

No. 2, The church of St. Mark, where his house stood. 

No. 3. The house of St. James. 

No. 4. A chapel, where once stood the house of 
St. Thomas. 

The dotted line was designed by the compiler of the Map 
to show the way along which Christ was led from the palace 
of Caiaphas to Mount Calvary. 

That which he calls, the Gate of the Valley, is called by 
some others, the Gate of Judgment, because criminals were 
led to execution through il. 

Jn Zebedee's house Salome, whether then* his wife or 
widow, would abide with her son, St. John. It stood very 
near to that which the Map calls the Dung-gate; which, 
openjhg the nearest way to ihe sepulchre irom that part of 
the town, in this house would be deposited the spices pre- 
pared on the preceding evening by her, Mary Magdalene, 
^ T 4 
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his body, they came, saying, that they had also 
seen a vision of angels, which said that he was 
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and the other Mary, as the most convenient place from 
which they might be t«Lket> to the sepulchre- Her friends, 
the two Maries, who had staid at the sepulchre by them- 
selves on Friday evening, did probably lodge together, per-, 
haps in ap interior part of the city, at least more remote fron^ 
the Dung-gate ; and on that account went forth before it 
was clear day-light, that they might be in good time at 
Zebedee's house ; from which, when all things were ready^ 
they and Salome proceeded to' the sepulchre, so as to be 
there at the rising of the Sun. 

The lodgings of Johanna, whose husband was steward to 
Herod, we may fix in or near the palace; the direct way 
from which to the sepulchre was through the Gate of the 
Valley* It is seen at once, that this palace and Zebedee s 
House were in diflfereht quarters of the city. They, thereforej 
who started from either bad little inducement to make such ^ 
found as would be necessary to call at the other, when it 
was supposed they would all meet at the sepulchre. Th^ 
Map shows also that the distance from Herod's palace to the 
sepulchre was at least twice as much as from Zebedee's 
house, jf, therefore, the three women that went from the 
latter to the' sepulchre, and reached it about six, were half 
an hour in goings they who set out from the palace, at the 
s4me.rat^ ofwalking twice the distance, would be there half 
an hour later. But we can hardly, believe them to hav^ 
been thus expeditious as to have arrived but half an hour 
after the first party. Early in the morning as Johanna, and 
one or two of uer friends/ were prepared to set out, they had 
to wait for others, who might live at some distance, or not be 
.<iuite so punctual ; and when they were collected, women 
of Galilee and women of Jerusalem^ if any of them were slow 
walkers, the rest could get on no faster, if tb6y were to keep 
together in a body. We may, therefore, well allow near an 
hour between the arrivals of the two companies ; which is 
amply- sufficient for all that is supposed to have happened in 
the interin^.^ 

The errand of the women* who had seen an angelic vision, 
iffas to the Apostles ; of whom St, John would dwell in his 
own house, that had been his father Zebedee^s. Nor was 
St, Peter's f^x from him. John xx. 8* To these th^ women
